Weekend weather 

Lisbon: The next week 
will have a definite spring 
feel to it, as rain is 
expected to stay away 
while thermometers are 
set to rise into the early 
20s. There will be some 
heavy cloud over the 
weekend, before 
progressively clearing up 
into Monday. Faro: The 
Algarve will record 
similar weather to Lisbon 
the coming week, with 
warm temperatures that 
will only be spoilt slightly 
by heavy cloud on 
Saturday returning again 
next Wednesday. The 
North: Northern Portugal 
will remain cloudy for 
much of the coming 
seven days, with the Met 
Office saying there is a 
slight chance of rain this 
Saturday. 
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Tensof thousands of passengers were left stranded in Portugal the 
past week as one of the biggest disruptions to air travel in memory 
wreaked unprecedented havoc. An estimated 40,000 passengers 
were stranded at airports across Portugal, with around half these 
being accounted for in Faro alone. It also emerged this weekthat 
despite the plight of despairing passengersandfamilies, many willing 
to pay exorbitant amounts to return home, most hotels in the Algarve 
had actually opted to reduce prices to accommodate those stranded, 
while the remainder said they had kepttheir prices unchanged. 


As normality returned to Por- 
tuguese airports with the week- 
end approaching, industry ex- 
perts were looking to learn from 
the chaos caused in Europes skies 
when an enormous plume of ash 
was released by an Icelandic vol- 
cano after it erupted on April 1 4*^. 

It affected air traffic in almost 
all of European air space, with 
thousands of flights being can- 
celled. 

Initial estimates arepointing to 
losses of around €1 .3 billion to the 
airline industry, while the cost to 
ordinary passengers will remain 
open for debate and speculation. 

However, economists are say- 
ing the cost of the six-day shut- 
down will take months to calcu- 
late and stretch into billions of 
euros. 

The tourist industry, so crucial 
to Portugal’ s economy, appears 
to have escaped the crisis rela- 
tively unscathed, despite up to 
45 ,000 travellers destined for Earo 
alone having been stranded in their 
home countries. 

“To date, the loss of tourists 
has been compensated by new 
arrivals [from nationals or Spain] 
or the extension of stays by guests 
unable to return home’ ’ , explained 
the Portuguese Hotel Association 
on Wednesday. 

According to the Associa- 
tion’ s chairman, the Greater Lis- 
bon Area was the least affected, 
while northern Portugal also failed 
to report any great losses in occu- 
pancy rates. 

Rui Cupido added that the Al- 
garve recorded an increase in the 
number of guests last weekend, 
though this number gradually 
dropped in the week, resulting in 
drops of around 15 percent. 

Authorities on the island resort 
of Madeira said they had reported 
areduction in the expected number 
of guests of about 20 percent, 
while the Azores said figures 
were down by approximately 30 
percent. 

A number of coaches were or- 
ganised to Britain the past week, 
with hundreds of stranded pas- 
sengers paying in the region of 
around €270 for a 36-hour bus trip 
into London’ s Victoria station. 

This particular] ourney was or- 
ganised by VIPChauffeurs who 
told The Portugal News they had 
brought busses over from the UK 
as it proved more cost effective. 

A Portuguese-based travel 
agent, forced to act hastily, ac- 
quired the services of a Portuguese 
bus company which amounted to 
€300 per adult passenger on a 
coach from the Algarve to Calais 
in Prance. 

Meanwhile, World Travel and 
Tourism Council President Jean- 
Claude Baumgarten, was highly 
critical of Europe’ s handling of the 
volcanic ash crisis. 

“This crisis has been handled 
with the mentality of the early 
20th century, withoutrecognising 
the needs of 2 1 st century travel”, 
accused the WTTC President in a 
statement released to the press 
this week. 

“It is time,” Baumgarten con- 
tinued, “that the European Com- 
mission gets its act together, stops 
regulating misshapen fruit, and 
starts creating consistent legisla- 
tion for an industry that can truly 
benefit the world’ s economies as 
we come out of recession.” 

The WTTC explained further: 
“We believe fairer attention must 
be given to the aviation industry, 
which was just beginning to find its 


feet again after the affects of 9/1 1 
and the economic recession, and is 
now facing the double whammy of 
loss of business coupled with com- 
pensation costs for stranded pas- 
sengers. It is still too early to as- 
sess the full economic impact of the 
problem, but without action - and 
soon - to reopen airspace, there will 
be serious implications for all sec- 
tors of Travel and Tourism.” 

While passengers stranded in 
Portugal last week were more un- 
derstanding of the situation when 
speaking The Portugal News, 
most passengers were this week 
increasingly irate at the handling 
of the disruption by airlines. 

Michael Domakin, who had 
been holidaying in Carvoeiro with 
his wife Alison and son Pinlay , 5 , 
had been booked on a flight to 
Manchester on Wednesday after- 
noon that was subsequently can- 
celled. The family, from Glossop, 
near Manchester, was originally 
supposed to have flown back on 
Saturday (April 17**'), but was 
rebooked for Wednesday (2P*). 

At Earo Airport he told The 
Portugal News, “We got here, 
queued for an hour and a half and 
we still don’t know why it has 
been cancelled”. 

During the extra four days they 
paid for their stay out of their own 
pockets. 

Deeming his airline “incompe- 
tent”, Mr. Domakin said: “There’s 
nobody to speak to, no one from 
the airline has shown their face. 
The only people who seem to be 
getting any kind of service are 
those who are on package deals . If 
you are not on a package deal no 
body seems to care about you, you 
are on your own”. 

He did admit that over the past 
days there had been “several con- 
versations” with the airline, but 
the family had not yet asked for 
compensation. 

Mr. Doma ki n added, “I under- 
stand they have a legal obligation 
to pay for our accommodation and 
food costs, but they won’t accept 
that”. 

“If they have a legal obligation 
they should be offering that serv- 
ice. It shouldn’ t be up to us to find 
out about it by seeing a guy from 
ABTA [travel association] on the 
TV. That’ s how I found out about 
it”. 

“Ever since Thursday of the 
first week we got here we’ ve been 
worrying about how we were go- 
ing to get home, so we haven’ t re- 
ally had a full week’ s holiday”, he 
lamented. 

Similarly, a group of holiday- 
makers from Albufeira who had 
booked apackage hohday through 
Cosmos were also waiting at the 
airport after being denied board- 
ing a flight to Gatwick. 

After being brought on a coach 
from their hotels, the group queued 
for three and a half hours to be told 
there were “only 14 seats on the 
flight to accommodate the group, 
so as aresultpregnant women and 
young babies got to go on and now 
we have to sit here and wait to be 
found a hotel” , explained Mandy 
Addison, who had been on holi- 
day with her son Harry, 1 1 . 

Mother and son, who should 
have returned to Surrey on Sun- 
day, said that while Cosmo paid 
for their room for the extended 


stay, they had paid for the in food. 

S andra and Mark Stillman, who 
were also part of the Cosmos 
group with their son Luke, 12, said 
they were under the impression 
“they’ve given our places away”, 
and while they praised “the Cos- 
mos girls, it’ s not their fault”, they 
still had no idea when they would 
be going home. 

More fortunate were William 
and Katrina Moir, who were queu- 
ing to check in for a confirmed Aer 
Lingus flight to Dublin. At 28 
weeks pregnant with twins, Mrs. 
Moir was concerned she was “bor- 
derline” to fly and said laughingly 
“I want to get home”. 

“I’ve missed a few doctors’ 
appointments”, she said, explain- 
ing the couple were supposed to 
have flown home four days earlier. 

Commenting on Aer Lingus’ 
support during their unforeseen 
stay, the Moirs said: “They’ve 
been fantastic, very good”. 

“One girl phoned up every day 
to see how things were going and 
she was very aware I was pregnant 
and coming to the end of the time 
I can fly”. 

Despite having done a bit of 
work via her Blackberry and 
claiming to have enjoyed their stay 
in Altura, Mrs . Moir and her hus- 
band were unanimous in saying 
they were rehe ved to finally be go- 
ing home. 

Bernardino Viegas, head of the 
Earo Airport Cafe, confirmed to 
The Portugal News that during 
the lock-down the establishment 
had suffered “significant” losses, 
“particularly at the weekend”. 

“Some people came to the Air- 
port and left straightaway because 
they didn’ t have a flight. There are 
people, but they don’ t come to the 
bar”, he said. 

Of a different opinion was taxi 
driver of 20 years Emaldo 
Guerreiro, who claimed that the 
taxi drivers serving the Airporthad 
not been affected by the lack of 
arrivals. 

Describing service as “normal” 
he said: “Our arrivals agenda 
cleared, maybe a little was lost, 
but not much. There were many 
people who needed to come to the 
airport to check on their flights and 




then needed taking back to where 
they were staying. So service has 
been constant”. 

He also told The Portugal 
News he knew of colleagues who 
had been asked to take passengers 
further abroad in their attempts to 
gethome. 

The rent-a-car companies were 
more guarded about the effects the 
air space closure and subsequent 
effects on passengers had on their 
services, but in conversation with 
an employee it seems that the con- 
sequences have been different for 
national and international rental 
companies. 

While national companies may 
not have suffered knock-on ef- 
fects, as vehicles can only be 
picked up and dropped off within 
Portugal, it was suggested inter- 
national companies could have 
seen a growing number of requests 
for vehicles being acquired in one 
country and dropped off in an- 
other. 

Apparent proof of this was a 
report that told of a man from 
Coventry who is facing a £1,500 
fine after driving a hire car from 
Portugal to drive to his home in 
Coventry due to the ash cloud. 

According to the BBC, Paul 
Stidworthy, from Coundon, was 
on a family holiday in the Algarve 
when his flight home was cancelled 
because of the total lock-down on 
UK and European air space. 

He reportedly dropped off a 
Budget Car Hire he had rented in 
Portugal at Birmingham Airport 
where he was told he would be 
charged £ 1 ,500 under the terms of 
his rental agreement. 

A spokesman said the fee was 
“standard” for one way journeys, 
covering expenses for returning 
the vehicle. 

“It is not being treated as theft 
and the car has been taken from the 
customer.” 

It was alleged Mr Stidworthy 
had not made it clear he intended 
to drive the car to Britain when he 
hired it. 

Mr Stidworthy said he had 
looked for alternative ways to get 
his family home after flights to the 
UK were suspended last Thursday 
because of the volcano’ s emption.

Lisbon couple travel five days to reach home 

A Portuguese couple travelled for five days by boat, train and bus, to reach their home in Lisbon after their flight from 
London Heathrow was cancelled last Thursday because of the volcanic ash. 


Five trains, one boat, a bus, 
and four days was what it took 
for Joao Silva and Luisa Romao 
to travel from London to Lisbon 
after their two-and-a-bit-hour 
flight was eaneelled following the 
eruption of the leelandie vol- 
eano. 

“It reminded me of the 
‘Around the World in 80 Days’ 
adventure. But in this ease it 
wasn’t around the world, it was 
through Europe, but I never ex- 
peeted it. It was quite an odys- 
sey”, Joao Silva told Lusa News 
Ageney. 

The eouple paeked their suit- 
eases after a week’s holiday in 


London and made their way to 
Heathrow Airport last Thurs- 
day morning despite having seen 
the news of the voleano. 

“We weren’t too worried be- 
eause we thought it would be a 
passing thing. When we got to the 
airport we saw that all flights had 
been eaneelled”, he reeounted. 

The eouple stayed at 
Heathrow Airport until Satur- 
day morning, waiting for news 
and hoping that the flights would 
re-start. 

“Friday evening the poliee told 
us that the Airport would be 
elosed over the weekend”, Joao 
said, despite having been told that 


they had been re-booked on a 
flight at 6am Saturday morning. 

They then deeided to join an 
Englishman who proposed the 
adventure of making their way to 
Portugal without using the 
Euro star. 

After eatehing a bus to Port- 
smouth the eouple erossed by 
boat to Caen, whieh arrived at 
22h30, and spentthe nightthere. 
The following day they joined 
“enormous queues” at the train 
station and eventually bought 
tiekets to Paris. From there they 
eaught the TGV to Bordeux, 
where they spent the seeond 
night, then travelled on to Inim, 


Spain. On Monday they eaught 
the Sud-Express from Irum, 
whieh arrived nearly 24 hours 
later in Lisbon, at llhOO on 
Wednesday morning. 

Over the five days Joao Silva 
and Luisa Romao ran into other 
Portuguese travellers trying to 
return home, and many Brazil- 
ians who had eonneeting flights 
from Lisbon to Brazil. 

Despite being avid mobile- 
home enthusiasts, the eouple had 
deeided to travel by air to Lon- 
don as it was eheaper than taking 
their mobile home. 

In total, returning to Portugal 
from London eost around €800. 
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Of 1 50 airports from around the world, passengers rated 
Oporto's Sa Carneiro Airport as the 1 most satisfactory 
in a survey carried out amongst 10,000 consumers by 
Portuguese consumer rights watchdog DECO and its 
European counterparts. 


Included on the list of 150 in- 
frastructures are seven other Por- 
tuguese airports, alongside some 
of the world’s largest and busiest. 

Singapore, Tokyo and Hong 
Kong took the top-spots regard- 
ing most satisfactory service. 

“It goes to prove that it is not 
always the big airports that 
present most problems” DECO 
affirmed in the May edition of its 
‘Proteste’ magazine. 

Oporto’s Sa Carneiro Airport 
ranked 1 1th, a spot DECO says 
is “highly” satisfactory. 

The report found that those 
approached for the survey con- 
sidered Sa Carneiro to be one of 
the safest national airports as 
well as having the cleanest bath- 
rooms, amongst other factors of 
global satisfaction. 

Of other Portuguese Airports, 
Funchal took 69* place. Faro 
76*, Horta 82"'*, Ponta Delgada 
100*, Lisboa 109* and Porto 
Santo 119*. 

Lisbon’s Portela Airport was 
criticized for its long security 
control waiting times, for park- 


ing fees, and baggage claim wait- 
ingtimes (which those asked said 
took up to half an hour, in some 
cases, twice as long as the aver- 
age in other national airports). 

Of the 84 airlines that were 
also analysed, including low-cost 
and charter companies, just as 
with the airports, oriental airlines 
earned the highest rates of satis- 
faction. 

TAP Portugal, which ranked 
highest out of all the Portuguese 
airlines, was placed almost half- 
way up the list. 

Leg space and the quality/ 
price ratio were considered the 
least pleasing aspects of flying 
TAP. 

White, TAP’s charter com- 
pany, on the other hand, rated 
highly withpassengers regarding 
insurance, punctuality, but also 
failed to impress with its leg space 
and quality/price ratio. 

Azorean airline Sata was criti- 
cised on most points of evalua- 
tion and particularly on aspects 
most important to passengers, 
like cleanliness inside aircraft. 


Algarve hotels keep prices 
down for stranded volcano 
passengers 


Hotel prices in the region have 
been lowered to help accommo- 
date the many passengers who are 
still stranded in the Algarve, by the 
Icelandic volcanic ash that caused 
the lockdown of European air- 
space, it emerged this week. 

The President of the Al- 
garve’s tourism board, Nuno 
Aires said: “There are still a lot 
of people in hotels in the Al- 
garve” and that the main concern 
was to “maintain minimum con- 
ditions for people staying on 
under extraordinary condi- 
tions”. 

Nuno Aires held a meeting 
with around 40 regional tourism 
representatives to discuss the 
stranded passengers’ options. 

Reportedly, in the meeting 


Mr. Aires asked tour operators 
to manage the situation with 
“sense and sensibility so people 
are not left vulnerable”. 

According to Nuno Aires, it 
is very important that the Al- 
garve “protects its image during 
such a crisis” and that one of the 
measures being introduced is the 
lowering of prices in hotels. 

“Prices have been lowered, 
drastically, to offer a more fit- 
ting answer to the problem”, he 
said. 

The tourism chief stressed 
that “hotels are not taking ad- 
vantage of the crisis to increase 
prices, quite the contrary; they 
have the good sense necessary to 
understand that this is an ex- 
traordinary situation”. 
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Iberia warming at three times the global rate 
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Gov’t launches €1 billion bond issue 


The Portuguese Government 
has this week launched two 
eurobond issues worth a total € 1 
billion in an attempt to cover its 
financing needs. 

The six-month and 12-month 


debt issues will yield between 
0.843 percent and 0.706 percent 
and 1.29 percent and 1.15 per- 
cent respectively, a Lisbon 
bourse analyst told Lusa News 
Agency.

These conclusions were 
reached by a team of 1 20 scientists 
who were commissioned by the 
Spanish Government to study the 
effects of global warming. 

The study, entitled, ‘The Cli- 
mate in Spain: past, present and 
future’ , which includes Portugal, 
found that warmer temperatures 
are being recorded most often in 


spring and summer. 

Overall, maximum tempera- 
tures rose more than minimums, 
resulting in an increase of warmer 
days and nights. 

Despite these findings, and as

Most Europeans support 
policies aimed at reducing 
alcohol-related harm 


Alcohol consumption in the 
European Union is at a similar 
level to four years ago, a 
Eurobarometer survey shows. 

Three out of four respond- 
ents said they consume alco- 
holic drinks up to three times a 
week. 

Young people aged 15-24 
years are more likely than older 
age groups to have five or more 
drinks at a time, and frequent 


binge drinking is widespread 
across the EU. Awareness of 
specific health risks varies. 

There is high awareness that 
harmful consumption is linked 
to liver diseases but low aware- 
ness that it also causes cancer. 

Since 2006, the European 
Commission has worked with 
national authorities, NGOs and 
the industry to reduce alcohol 
related harm. 


of March was the coldest on 
record since 1986 on mainland 
Portugal. 

Average temperatures were 
well below tho se established over 
the 197 1-2000 reference period. 
Maximums were down 1.5°C, 
minimums were lower by 0.2°C, 
while overall daily temperatures 
fell0.8°C. 

It was not only the cold 
weather that made its mark in 
March, with last month also be- 
ing the third wettest the past 
three decades, with 128. 1mm of 
rainfall being recorded. 

Overall, maximum tempera- 
tures were down 1.1°C, while 
minimum temperatures re- 
mained relatively unchanged. 

Thermometers reached an av- 
erage of 12.7°C, the second low- 
est since 1971 - the year when 
temperatures were first docu- 
mented. Nonetheless, and de- 
spite lower-than-usual tempera- 
tures, not a single cold snap was 
reported anywhere in the coun- 
try this past winter. 
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Portuguese handicrafts; adying tradition or apromising future? 
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Modern amenities imported 
en-masse from developing coun- 
tries like China have led to the 
substitution of many traditional 
hand-made items, forcing those 
that endured the overhaul to find 
alternative niches as decorative 
luxuries or tourist souve nir s. And 
fears that younger generations are 
losing interest in carrying on tra- 
ditional handicrafts, like basket 
weaving, ceramics and rag-rug 
making, does little to reassure 
older generations that their her- 
itage will be carried on. 

Jorge Saraiva, secretary of one 
of Portugal’s largest arts and 
crafts associations the Regional 
Association of Artisans in 
Aveiro ‘A Barrica’, told The 
Portugal News, “Generally, the 
numbers of artisans that are tra- 
ditional ones are diminishing”. 

“This is due to the loss of use- 
fulness that handmade products 
offer current day-to-day life, as 
well as the difficulty or impossi- 
bility of artisans to adapt their 
activity to the necessities or 
functionalities of ‘modern 
times’”, he explained, warning 
that such arts and crafts could be 
at risk of “becoming an activity 
without economic viability, 
whose continuity is of little at- 
traction to future generations”. 

This was an opinion shared by 
long-term Algarve resident 
Francois Pello, a French artesan 
based in Lagos whose career has 
spanned more than three decades .

In previous years artisans have 
travelled from all over the coun- 
try to take place in the massive 
event, though, Francois told The 
Portugal News, “Now there are 
many people, particularly from 
the north, that don’t want to 
come because it doesn’t [finan- 
cially] compensate them”. 

Blaming ‘disloyal competi- 
tion’ from countries like North- 
ern Africa and Asia, where goods 
are still handmade, but exported 
and subsequently sold at much 
lower prices than national prod- 
ucts, he also pointed a finger at 
the economic crisis as being re- 
sponsible for the endangerment 
of traditional arts and crafts. 

“I am nearing retirement age, 
and I am glad this is happening 
now and not when I was in my 
late teens, just starting out”, he 
said, continuing “Of course it [the 
current economic climate] will 
affect the future of handicrafts; 
people are still looking to buy 


crockery and leather goods but at 
cheaper prices. And you can’t 
force people to spend money”. 

Francois, who specialises in 
handmade, old-fashioned leather 
goods, has not escaped un- 
scathed. Speaking of his personal 
situation, he confided “My wife 
and I have always worked to- 
gether, but last year she had to 
find a second job to make ends 
meet. We get by but it’ s not like 
it used to be. Now we sell mostly 
to people who are already famil- 
iar with our work” . 

Jorge Saraiva offered a similar 
explanation: “There has been a 
radical change in human and so- 
cial behaviour. A ‘bottom drawer’ 
(essential items for a home col- 
lected before marriage), and the 
home itself, which should be a 
place of creation, family growth, 
reuniting friends and making 
memories, have both given way 
to voids where what we wear and 
use is increasingly dispensable 
and has a shorter lifespan”. 
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“Public and private entities, 
local and national, which should 
be on a par and become partners 
in this type of activity, particu- 
larly those relating to jobs, tour- 
ism and associations, have not 
been able to maintain, preserve or 
improve these arts and skills”, he 
criticised. 

However, it seems that a new 
trend has emerged from the tra- 
ditional handicraft scenario, a 
modern take on arts and crafts 
referred to as ‘applied’ and/or 
‘urban’ arts. 

These are defined by A Barrica 
as items that with “some dexter- 
ity and simple or recycled mate- 
rials can be easily produced”. 

In 2008 there were 366 stu- 
dents enrolled on University Arts 
and Crafts courses in Portugal; 2 1 
more than in the year 2000, 
though significantly fewer than 
the year before, when the sub- 
ject’s popularity peaked due to 
nearly 400 students enrolling on 
the traditional course. 

A year later, the number of stu- 
dents completing a degree in arts 
and crafts reached the highest in 
a decade, with 147 pupils receiv- 
ing a diploma. 

But a vast majority of ‘urban’ 
artisans are not equipped with 
formal qualifications and make 
their living based on talent and 
resourcefulness. 

“There are situations where 
urban handicraft, applied arts or 
even food crafts, have created an 
alternative form of survival and 
income during the crisis, but these 
are normally temporary activi- 
ties that are not officially regis- 
tered to avoid paying the due le- 
gal contributions”. 

Jorge Saraiva concluded that, 
while “the number of artisans 
over the past few years has re- 
mained stable, there are fewer in 
traditional arts and crafts, though 
more and more are emerging in the 
modern and urban realm”, there- 
fore balancing out the figures. 

Interestingly, as anew trend in 
national arts and crafts takes 
shape, modern technology is be- 
ing hailed largely responsible for 
the success of the new-comers, 
with many first-timers using the 
internet, or, more specifically, 
the blogosphere, as their public- 
ity tool. 

An article originally published 
in the Marketeer Magazine, in- 
vestigating the advantages of us- 
ing blogs onthe World Wide Web 
to promote ‘urban’ crafts, ex- 
plained how from blogs artisans 
found a way of “growing into 
small businesses, managing, on a 
daily basis, production, commu- 
nication and distribution compo- 
nents of their micro-empires”. 

According to ‘Brands of Con- 
temporary Handicraft’, by au- 
thor Catarina Alfaia, it is via the 
blogosphere that handmade 
goods such as knitted dolls, felt 
bags, Azorean cloth toys, per- 
sonalised cakes, papier mache 
monsters, recycled wallets, 
patchwork T-shirts and mirrors 
made from waste materials, are 
distributed throughout Portugal 
and the world over. Thanks to the 
‘dot.com’ , crafts that started out 
as a hobby or gifts for friends and 
families are being exported from 
living rooms in Portugal to spe- 
cialized outlets in countries in- 
cluding Italy, Holland, the USA, 
Canada, Spain and the UK. 

Carrie-Marie Bratley 
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Goldra to close with animals still 
needing homes 



Now in the final countdown before it officially closes at the end of 
May, Goldra animal shelter in Louie still has dogs and cats in need of 
re-homing, though asa result of a lot of hard work, many have been 
lucky enough to find a new family to live with. 


Goldra’ s re-homing drive has 
been very successful in the sense 
that a large number of abandoned 
animals have found a new home 
in a short amount of time. It re- 
mains closed to new arrivals. 

When news broke in February 
that the kennel, otherwise known 
as Quintinha, was closing, more 
than 1 00 dogs and 70 cats were in 
its care. After frenzied re-hom- 
ing drives, around half of those 
animals have been found new 
families to live with, many of 
them being taken to Germany and 
Holland. 

Between 50 and 60 animals sti ll 
need re-homing, many of which 
are older or larger dogs, or have 
an illness that needs treatment. 
Goldra is also appealing for fos- 
ter families to take in the dogs that 
are en-route to new homes in other 
countries. 


V olunteer T ania Maughan ex- 
plained “We need short-term 
foster homes, for no more than 
three days, for the dogs that are 
leaving the shelter”. 

“Often when they leave the 
dogs are a little unsettled, so we 
are looking for short-term foster 
famihes who will give them abath 
and help socialise them before 
they go on to their new families”. 

Goldra founder Lurdes Ingle, 
who is in her seventies, made the 
decision to end her rescue opera- 
tion after more than a decade of 
taking in the area’ s stray and aban- 
doned animals. 

“I don’t have the strength to 
do it anymore, but it is breaking 
my heart”, Lurdes told The Por- 
tugal News earlier this year. 

After a period of deteriorating 
health, Lourdes is now said to be 
on the road to recovery. 


An email sent to The Portu- 
gal News explained that Lourdes 
has asked “to let everyone know 
that she has been very ill but is 
now much better”. 

“Her physical health has been 
deteriorating and she was over- 
whelmed with the stress of try- 
ing to do the impossible. The 
enormous number of animals ar- 
riving could not all be found good 
homes and running costs grew 
until it was impossible to raise 
enough money to pay the bills. 
The result was a severe nervous 
breakdown”, the email read. 

It denied that Lourdes had “dis- 
appeared” and clarified “Lourdes 
has not sold the land at Goldra”. 

The email further stated that 
two kennel assistants are still 
employed at Goldra, a vet is avail- 
able, and the re -homing of ani- 
mals was “already in the hands 


of very capable volunteers”. 

“The shops at Sao Bras and 
Quarteira continue with busi- 
ness as usual. The accounts for 
Quintinha have been dealt with 
by an accountant since Quintinha 
started, and there is not one 
penny missing”, it stressed. 


With dogs and cats still need- 
ing homes, Goldra has appealed 
to “everyone to adopt a 
Quintinha animal”, but, it urged, 
people should not be of the im- 
pression that “when the target 
date for closure is reached, the 
remaining animals will be de- 


stroyed”.

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Tourism expected to pick up 


Experts have predicted that this year the tourism sector 
could improve by three percent in comparison to 2009, 
which was branded as a "very bad" year, though the 
industry will not regain any of the revenue earned prior 
tothecrisis. 


Based on the results of an en- 
quiry, the Institute for Tourism 
Planning and Development 
(IPDT) believes 2010 will be bet- 


ter in terms of tourism than 2009 . 

This was confirmed to Lusa 
News Agency by IPDT Presi- 
dent Antonio Jorge Costa, who 


revealed the ‘Tourism 2010’ 
yearly report in Lisbon. 

He told Lusa that this year a 
growth of “at least three percent” 
in comparison to 2009 could be 
expected, both in terms of rev- 
enue generated by foreign tour- 
ists and by national tourists. He 
also said he beheved national busi- 
ness-owners, particularly those 
who work in the hotel and restau- 
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rant industry, could attract new 
clients with a set of measures that 
included improving acconunoda- 
tion, investing in “more diverse” 
gastronomy, and promoting tour- 
ist-orientated products at inter- 
national fairs, on the Internet and 
on social networking sites. 

Additionally, Antonio Jorge 
Costa highlighted, the Govern- 
ment has reinforced its promo- 
tion of Portuguese tourism on 
“strategic international markets”. 


He further stressed that there are 
“traditional international mar- 
kets” which should not be ig- 
nored, like the Spanish and Brit- 
ish markets. But the tourism 
chief defends there is still a need 
for “improving Portugal’ s quota” 
abroad as well as increasing “the 
arrival of tourists in Portugal”, 
investing in countries such as 
Asia, which “wants to travel” as 
well as the younger Brazilian sec- 
tor that “travels to Europe”. 


Mr. Costa further urged that 
it is necessary to continue en- 
couraging “internal” tourism, 
which he believes has responded 
well to ‘ ‘what has been on off er” . 

But despite previsions of 
growth for this year, Antonio 
Costa acknowledged that “it will 
not be possible to match the fig- 
ures of 2008”, described as “the 
best in the history of tourism”, 
and “an exceptional year”. 


Algarve's foreign tourists spend more 
than nationals 


A study into the profile of 
tourists in the Algarve has con- 
cluded that national visitors 
spend less per day in the region 
than their foreign counterparts . 

On average, aPortuguese visi- 
tor in the Algarve will spend 
€56 per day and will be accom- 
modated in properties that they 
own or are owned by friends. 

Foreign tourists were re- 
vealed to prefer staying in ho- 
tels and spend between €164 
and €200 per day. 

Carried out by the Univer- 
sity of the Algarve, the profile 
study showed that Portuguese 
tourists to the region are mainly 
(41 percent) from greater Lis- 
bon. They are generally in their 


forties, married or living to- 
gether, and bring their families to 
enjoy a holiday staying in prop- 
erties that belong to them or with 
family and friends . 

Foreign vacationers’ profiles 
were determined to be very dif- 
ferent from the national tourist, 
being mainly from the UK (65 
percent), aged on average 50 
years or older, travelling with 
friends, and prefer to stay in ho- 
tels, villas or apart-hotels. 

Both types of tourist to the 
Algarve, foreign and national, are 
highly-educated. National visi- 
tors to the region are predomi- 
nantly feminine (53 percent), 
while foreign tourists are mainly 
male (80 percent). 


The study further revealed 
that Portuguese visitors are gen- 
erally employedby someoneelse 
and have an average income of 
around €2,000; 84 percent of na- 
tional tourists in the Algarve said 
they would definitely return. 

Foreigners who visit the Al- 
garve to play golf nearly always 
return in summer with their 
family. 

National tourists describe the 
Algarve as a ‘relaxing’ place, but 
say it is ‘disorganised’ on an ur- 
ban level. They are largely un- 
satisfied with the quality of 
hospital services and cost of liv- 
ing in the region. They stay in 
the region for an average of nine 
days. 
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Madeira flood damage set 
officially atClbn 



The Portuguese government has officially estimated that massive 
flash floods and mudslides in February cost the resort island of Madeira 
slightly more than€1 billion in damages. 


Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
announced the figure earlier this 
week in the archipelago’ s hard- 
hit capital, Funchal, after talks 
between the central and regional 
governments. 

He said Lisbon would re-pro- 
gramme budget priorities and im- 
mediately seek loans through the 
European Investment Bank and 
aid from the European Union to 
begin reconstruction work. 

Nearly 50 people were killed 
in the February 20 floods and 
mudslides that ravaged Funchal 
and other towns on Madeira’s 
southern coast. 

After the talks, the prime min- 
ister placed the damage estimate 
at €1.08 billion. 

Regional authorities had esti- 
mated earlier that damages had 
reached about €1 .4 billion. 

Prime Minister Socrates said 
the central government would 
cover €740 million of the recon- 
struction costs, while the re- 


Workers from Portugal’s 
postal distribution centres are to 
hold a five-day strike at the end 
of this month to protest against a 
reduction in their salaries caused 
by an alteration of work timeta- 
bles. 

From April 26'*' to the end of 
the month “dozens” of distribu- 
tion centre employees are to stage 
industrial action, the sector’s 
union confirmed this week. 

Further labour action for all 
CTT workers has been sched- 
uled for April 27'*' in response to 
the freezing of public workers’ 
salaries, which was announced 
by the Government this year. 

In comments to Lusa News 
Agency, Eduardo Rita, of the 
National Union for Post Office

Despite the government’ s 
belt-tightening budget commit- 
ments, Jose Socrates described 
the resort island’ s reconstruction 
as a national “priority”. 

Earlier on Monday, the Prime 
Minister went for an early morn- 
ing jog through downtown 
Funchal, praising the Madeirans 
for their “great job” in restoring 
the resort island’s capital after 
massive flash floods last Febru- 
ary. 

“It’s just like it was before. 
They’ ve done a great job”, he said 
of the recovery effort after his run 
along the city’ s landmark water- 
front. 

The prime minister arrived in 
the resort island on Sunday to 
attend the annual Flower Festi- 


tion in monthly earnings was the 
result of a loss of ‘inconvenient 
hours ’ , night and breakfast ben- 
efits. In some cases these can to- 
tal up to an extra €270 per month . 

This has all been caused by an 
alteration to workers’ schedules 
following a handover of post- 
sorting to CTT’ s Mailtec group, 
which, allegedly, enlists tempo- 
rary workers.

Suspended 
sentence for 
child rapist 

A Braga Court this week 
condemned a man accused of 
raping an eight-year-old child 
to a five-year suspended prison 
sentence. 

The jury suspended the jail 
term on the condition that the 
defendant pay the victim’s 
family €35,000 in compensa- 
tion, over the next two years. 

The Court proved that the 
defendant sexually abused the 
minor and consummated the 
sexual act. 

The suspension of his sen- 
tence was also based on the 
fact that he confessed to his 
crime, showed regret, and had 
no previous convictions. 

At the end of the hearing the 
victim’ s family lawyer, 
Liclnio Ramalho, confirmed 
there was a possibility that an 
appeal would be made, should 
it be in the interests of the fam- 
ily. 

According to the sentencing 
the defendant sexually abused 
the child for two years, be- 
tween 2008 and 2009, when he 
was a visitor to the mother’ s 
home. 

The accusation was based 
on the little girl’ s statement in 
2009 and on statements from 
the child’ s mother and grand- 
mother. It also took into ac- 
count medical and psychologi- 
cal reports that indicated 
sexual abuse. 

The defendant was facing a 
prison term that could have 
ranged between three and ten 
years, given that a sexual act 
had been consummated. Three 
judges collectively opted to 
give the man a five-year sen- 
tence that was suspended.

"acute illness", a source from the centre 
said.

Born Easter Sunday, the two 
cubs, a male and a female, were 
the first born in the centre. The 
National Iberian Lynx Repro- 
duction Centre was specifically 
created to repopulate the Iberian 
Lynx species, which is on the 
brink of extinction. 

“The two cubs were fine until 
the Sunday, then that day one of 
them died of an acute cause and 
deteriorated rapidly”, the cen- 
tre’ s director, Rodrigo Serra, ex- 
plained to Lusa News Agency. 

Preliminary results from an 
autopsy carried out in an analy- 
sis and diagnostic centre in Ma- 
laga (Spain), which normally car- 
ries out autopsies on Iberian 
Lynxes that die in captivity, said 
that the week-old cub was “well 
fed” and not neglected by its 
mother. 

In 2009, “40 percent of the 
cubs born, died before two 
months of age”, Rodrigo Serra 
said. That year, in Spain, 28 Ibe- 
rian Lynxes were born in captiv- 
ity, only 17 survived beyond the 
first two months, according to the 
Institute of Nature Conservation 
and Biodiversity (ICNB). 

In 2008 16 cubs were born, 
three died and six had to be re- 
moved from their parents to be 
hand reared. The ICNB con- 
cluded that “neonatal mortality 
amongst Iberian Lynxes is nor- 
mal”. 

They are the first-borns of fe- 
male Iberian Lynx ‘ Azahar’ , Arab 
for orange blossom, who was 
bom in the wild five years ago and 
was the first animal to be trans- 


ferred to the Silves Centre, hav- 
ing arrived from Spain last Octo- 
ber. 

Despite several attempts 
Azahar had never managed to 
successfully reproduce in the re- 
production centre where she had 
been previously homed, in Jerez 
de la Erontera. It is believed the 
‘stress’ of the Spanish centre’s 
urban location prevented the lynx 
from becoming pregnant. 

The male, Drago, was born in 
captivity in La Olivilla and was 
also one of the 1 6 Iberian Lynxes 
brought to Silves from Spain in 
an attempt to boost the dwindling 
indigenous species. 

Environmental Minister 
Dulce Alvaro Passaro said “we 
hope these cubs and others in the 
future will be released back into 
the wild to repopulate our coun- 
tryside”. 

At the beginning of the 20th 
Century, the Iberian Lynx popu- 
lation, which is indigenous to 
Portugal and Spain, comprised an 
estimated 100,000 animals, but 
is now considered to be one of the 
most endangered species in the 
world, with around just 200 ani- 
mals remaining in the wild. 

In Portugal, the last sighting of 
a lynx was reported in 1980.

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Portuguese 
drink least 
coffee 

Despite having an abundance of cafes 
thatto some could indicate the 
contrary, official figures have shown 
the Portuguese population isactually 
amongst European nations that drink 
the least amount of coffee. 



A study conducted by the In- 
ternational Coffee Organisation 
(OIC), defying popular belief, 
has shown that Portugal is not 
amongst Europe’s top coffee 
drinkers. 

It has been estimated that each 
Portuguese citizen consumes, on 
average, around four kilograms of 
coffee every year. While this 
seems alarge quantity, itis athird 
less than the European average, 
which stands at six kilos per year. 

It was also found that Portu- 
guese consume between one and 
two coffees a day and prefer to 
drink their coffees outside the 
home, though making an es- 
presso or latte in the home is gain- 
ing popularity. 

A habit that dates back nearly 
one thousand years, drinking 
coffee is also a profitable busi- 
ness. 

It is calculated that the national 
roasted coffee bean market is 
worth around two billion euros 
and is dominated by four main 
brands : Delta, Nestle, Nutricafes 
and NewCoffee (a joint venture 
made up of Bogani, A Cafeeira, 
Caffeccel, Lavazza and Sanzala). 

Last year pure coffee sales in 
the immediate consumption food 
sector raked in more than €315 
million; ground coffee sales suf- 
fered a drop of six percent, pure 
coffee sachet sales rose by 612 
percent. 

The sale of ‘coffee-bags’, an- 
other new form of making coffee, 
also grew by 123 percent. 


But at present, the coffee in- 
dustry is also suffering setbacks 
because of the economic crisis. 

In the QIC’s most recent re- 
port, it is estimated that global 
production for 2009/20 1 0 could 
suffer a drop of 4.8 percent 
(worst case scenario), in com- 
parison to the previous harvest. 

This represents the produc- 
tion of between 1 20 and 1 22 mil- 
lion 60-kilo sacks of coffee world- 
wide. 

In 2009 worldwide production 
of coffee was 1 24 million sacks . 

During the first five months of 
the 2009/2010 production year 
35 .6 million sacks of coffee were 
produced; 1 1 percent less than 
the first five months of the 2008/ 
2009 harvest. 

Despite the crisis, Portugal can 
rest assured that it still serves up 
some of the most affordable cof- 
fee in Europe. 

Brazil is currently the world’ s 
largest coffee producer, respon- 
sible for some 39 million sacks of 
coffee in 2009, still significantly 
less than the 45 million sacks that 
country produced the year be- 
fore.

Spring Clean Your Investments 
and Savings 


Spring is here and, with the 
anticipation of the summer, 
you maybe spring clean certain 
aspects of your life. 

This year let me remind you 
to have a thorough look at your 
investments in light of what is 
happening around us. Cash and 
government bonds have been 
king for the first decade of the 
millennium, but are they today 
and for the next decade? 

Investments should be re- 
viewed at least annually and as 
an adviser, I continue to analyse 
opportunities on a more regu- 
lar basis and shortfalls to pro- 
tect my clients’ invested capi- 
tal and their return. Y on should 
consider the suitability of your 
savings and investments, espe- 
cially if you have recently 
moved to Portugal, as they may 
not be relevant now to your 
current and future life. 

Don’t be afraid to get down 
and dirty to scrub down your 
investments to protect their lon- 
gevity. In my last article for The 
News, I talked about possible 
punitive changes to the tax re- 
gime. Clearly, in the wake of 
increased levels of global fiscal 
tightening (increase of taxation), 
in order to address excessive and 
historical levels of public and 
sovereign debt (along with the 
fact that regulatory pressure has 
brought many tax-efficient juris- 
dictions to share their informa- 
tion), in essence taxation must 
be considered as a key factor of 
your financial planning towards 
the best results for growth and/ 
or recovery. 

Managing assets outside of 
Portugal such as individual in- 
vestment plans or portfolios 
can be challenging. Obviously 
investment assets should be 
reviewed as to their success and 
therefore to consider whether 
their upkeep gives rise to ad- 
verse situations such as tax for 
a Portuguese resident. The ob- 


stacle may be simply that you 
prefer to meet face-to-face with 
your adviser or bank on an ongo- 
ing basis. Without prior consul- 
tation in moving to Portugal, you 
may have overlooked a much- 
needed review of these assets af- 
ter your busy transition to a new 
country. 

By way of an illustration, tak- 
ing income from an ISA as a UK 
tax resident is assessed as tax-free 
income, but when you are resid- 
ing in Portugal the income from 
an ISA will probably be assessed 
with other forms of income and 
subsequently taxed. In the same 
vein, it is normally at this time of 
year (up until the 5“’ April) that 
you would consider using your 
annual tax-free ISA allowance as 
a UK tax resident which, as a 
Portuguese tax resident, will no 
longer be available to you. 

Y on may have been experienc- 
ing very low returns in the way 
of annual bonuses and exit pen- 
altie s in the way of Market V alue 
Adjusters (MV As) or Reduc- 
tions (MVRs) attached to exist- 
ing With-Profits Bonds or En- 
dowment policies but cannot get 
any clear answers from your 
product provider now you are 
living in Portugal. 

Y on may be offered a variety 
of other products but the ques- 
tions will remain the same. Does 
this product fulfil your current 
goals and objectives and how will 
it affect your tax position as a 
Portuguese resident? 

The UK Financial Services 
Authority (ESA) has structured 
some questions to help you weigh 
up the pros and cons as to 
whether you should keep or 
change your existing with profit 
plan: 

• Do the policies still meet my 
needs? 

• How long have I had the policies 
and how long is left? 

• What can I expect my policies to 
be worth if I keep them until they 


mature? 

• What benefits do my policies 
have? 

• What could I get if I cashed in 
my policies today ? 

• Is there any way I can cash-in 
my policies without the 
company charging surrender 
penalties? 

• If I do cash-in the policies, what 
should I do with the money? 

• I’ve received a letter from my 
insurers saying I can switch to 
a unit-linkedfund - should I? 

• Should I move my money to 
another insurer? 

Although they may appear 
very simple, once you start to 
consider the responses you will 
begin to open a number of other 
key aspects that are worth tak- 
ing into account. 

Getting independent and un- 
biased opinion should help you 
acknowledge the answers to 
dust down your savings and 
investments and help put a 
“spring” in your step.

Development aid to increase 
despite crisis 



Portugal has no intention of reducing its foreign developmentaidcontributionsdespite the 
financial crisis, but meeting UN-set goals will be "very difficult", a senior official said this week. 


“Despite the crisis, despite the 
difficulties we have in Portugal, 
despite the PEC (Stability and 
Growth Pact), the government 
has no intention of lessening the 
sums that are destined for devel- 
opment cooperation”, the state 
secretary for foreign affairs and 
cooperation told Lusa News 


Agency. 

Regardless of Lisbon’s aid 
commitments, especially to 
former colonies in Africa and 
Asia, Joao Gomes Cravinho said 
it would be “very difficult” for 
Portugal to meet the UN goal for 
aid reaching 0.7 percent of GDP 
by 2015. 


“I think, however, that it’s 
safe to say we will increase [aid] 
and thus progress on the path of 
meeting this objective”. Gomes 
Cravinho said in comments ahead 
of a two-day conference on de- 
velopment aid that opened in 
Lisbon on Wednesday. 

Aid policy, he added, should 


not be formed with a “shopkeep- 
er’ s mentality” of immediate 
profit. 

He said possible returns to 
Portugal from development aid 
would come in “the medium and 
long term” in terms of increased 
trade and investment.

Scorching future for Cascais 

Astudy onthe impact climate change will have in Cascais has shown that 
the summers in the Council could be 10°C hotter in 21 00 and the beaches 
will be much smaller, as well asa surge in health problems. 


The future does not look 
bright for Cascais with this lat- 
est climate change study, pre- 
sented by the Council, showing 
that the beaches of the council 
will be practically without 
sand, insect transmittable dis- 
eases will increase, water lev- 
els will decrease in streams, 
there will be more forest fires 
and less biodiversity. 

These are just some of the 
scenarios pictured by the 
SIAM’S study, which com- 
prises a vast interdisciplinary 
study on the impact of climate 
change in Portugal. This study 
does not make precise predic- 
tions but only shows some of 
the possible scenarios Portugal 
may be facing in the not so far 


away future. 

One of the startling results was 
the increase of water levels by one 
metre, which would eliminate 
most of the sand on all south fac- 
ing beaches. For Carlos Carreiras, 
Cascais Vice-President, that is not 
the most alarming figure: “What 
bothers us the most are the effects 
on health conditions and well be- 
ing, and the loss of biodiversity” 
he said, pointing to the heatwaves, 
insect-related diseases, and at- 
mospheric pollution as the most 
harmful effects. 

However, not all is negative in 
a hot future as fishing fleets will 
benefit from the heat and the 
Carcavelos wine, although it is 
thought the vines will be dead by 
2100 due to the heat, will benefit 


from the initial increase of tem- 
peratures. Tourism will also in- 
crease as the coastal areas will be 
the most bearable during the hot- 
test months, with the possibil- 
ity of artificially replacing the 
sand, and seasonality of tourism 
will also change to a longer pe- 
riod. 

“We have to look at the study 
with caution, taking into account 
there are some uncertainties” 
saidFilipe Duarte Santos, coor- 
dinator of the project from Lis- 
bon University’s Science De- 
partment. He suggests the 
evaluation should be repeated at 
regular intervals, based on new 
methodologies in order to get a 
better picture of the future 
ahead.

Speed traps 
reduce accidents 
in Lisbon 

Accordingto Lisbon's Municipal Police, the 
21 speed traps on Lisbon's main roads have 
reducedthe number of accidentsand 
speeding offences considerably, as well as 
having increased overall road safety. 


Lisbon Council is so happy with 
the results it is considering install- 
ing more speed traps in the City, 
but mobile ones that are not per- 
ceptible by drivers. 

In their two years of existence 
in Lisbon, the fixed speed traps 
have registered a 69.3% drop in 
speeding offences . 

Installation of speed traps in 
Portugal’ smain cities has been con- 
troversial, with some specialists 
criticizing the methods used to 
improve safety, together with oth- 
ers who argue their legahty. Onthe 
other hand, many people also de- 
fend their use, exemplifying the 
good results obtained (in terms of 
accidents) from the traps in Lisbon 


and Oporto. 

Authorities themselves are very 
happy with the improvements the 
devices have brought: “Since they 
[the speed traps] have been in- 
stalled we have had good results, it 
seems they have a psychological 
effect on drivers” said Andre 
Gomes, from Lisbon’s Municipal 
Police. The figures registeredleave 
no room for doubt: 261 ,770 driv- 
ers were fined in 2007, dropping 
to 80,307 the following year. 

The authorities have said the 
installation of more speed traps is 
not being pondered for financial 
gain, although it is general knowl- 
edge that the State has earned €7.7 
million from these traps in the past 


three years, representing 61% of 
all fines issued by the GNR. This 
may be the reason why Internal 
Affairs have announced the instal- 
lation of 300 speed traps on the 
country’ s main roads this year. 


Open House 


My parents were educated, 
generous and inhospitable. 
They welcomed our nuclear 
family of four in our home, but 
no one else. As a young girl I 
played jacks at my neighbor’s 
house, spent the weekends at 
the country home of a friend 
and studied in the basement of 
my high school beau. It wasn’ t 
that my parents disliked people : 
they just didn’t want them in 
our home. We had a large living 
room with a white, designer rug 
that spoke “Stay out.” Even my 
sister and I had to take off our 
shoes to enter, which we rarely 
did as the room seemed cold and 
foreboding. 

Our dining room table was set 
for four. It had an extra leaf that 
could seat four more, but never 
did. I can’t remember anyone 
coming over to eat with us even 
though my mom made a great 
chocolate pie and grilled tasty 
lamb chops. But always enough 
for only four. Most poignantly, 
when I asked if a college friend 
come visit me from Chicago, I 
was told that she was welcome 
but had to stay in a hotel. ( I was 
too embarrassed to tell her this 
news, and instead I made up 


some farfetched reason why she 
couldn’t visit me after all.) 

That’s when I made a silent 
vow to live my life differently 
once I was on my own. It’s 
strange how parental habits and 
attitudes become so deeply in- 
grained in our own. I thought the 
change would come easy, but it 
didn’t. The first year I lived in 
Portugal two friends from the 
States wrote that they would be 
travelling in Europe and asked if 
they could stay with me for four 
nights. I remember looking 
around my smallish apartment 
and thinking, “Not here.” I told 
them there was a cosy and inex- 
pensive residencial down the 
street from where I lived, and 
that’ s where they stayed for their 
visit. I felt ashamed of my 
unsociability, but the best I could 
do was to invite them in for 
lunches and dinners. 

Once I moved to a larger apart- 
ment I had no excuses, and by that 
time I was rooted into the tradi- 
tion of Portuguesehospitality. So 
last October at a family reunion, 
when I met a new cousin, I was 
ready for what followed: 

“Hey Pat, I hear you live in 
Portugal,” Karen, 25, said. 


I felt my body tighten know- 
ing what would come next. But 
then I heard myself say, 

“Yes, why don’t you come 
and visit?” 

Last week Karen left after 
staying with us for nine days. 
Before she arrived I made a vow: 
no residencials, few restaurants, 
lots of conversations, and even a 
cookout in her honour. Don and 
I, the two dogs and Karen, a stun- 
ning young woman visiting Eu- 
rope alone for the first time, shared 
meals, chores , and stayed up 
late laughing and talking in ways 
our family never did when I was 
young. 

The day before she was to 
leave Karen said, “I’d like to 
cook dinner for you and Don. 

“Doing it different (and right) 
this time, I cancelled our Tues- 
day bridge night game and said, 
“Yes, we’d love that” 

On Tuesday evening she set 
the table and served salmon 
steaks marinated and broiled, a 
spinach and avocado salad wor- 
thy of a 5-star chef and pasteis 
de nata she’d bought in Belem 
that day. The day after Karen 
left I got a email from her, “Pat, 
thanks for your hospitality.”

Tavira tornado 
latest in series of 
mini-twisters 

A mini-tornado thattore through Tavira last 
Friday, throwing dozens of fishing boats into the 
air, sinking another boat and ripping tiles off the 
roof of the local Olive-Growers Cooperative, was 
reportedly one of 1 7 to have been registered in the 
past six months. 


In the wake of the event 
Tavira Mayor Jorge Botelho 
told Lusa News Agency 
“there was no harm caused to 
humans but around 30 boats 
were affected by the mini-tor- 
nado”. 

Mayor Botelho calculated 
the abnormal phenomenon 
cost the region “many tens of 
thousands of euros” in dam- 
age. 

“It happened in five sec- 
onds. I saw the tube [of the 
mini tornado] from afar, then 
the tiles in the air and boats fly- 
ing”, said an eyewitness, 
whose boat was also damaged 
in the event. 


Maritime Police confirmed 
the mini-tornado happened at 
approximately 08h45 in the 
morning. 

Half an hour after the T avira 
tornado a waterspout was 
sighted at sea off the coast of 
Cascais. 

No damage was caused by 
the waterspout, though one 
that ripped through Lisbon’s 
Bairro Horizonte two days ear- 
lier caused some material dam- 
age. 

Reportedly, an abnormal 
number of mini-tornados were 
documented this past winter. 
Over the past six months there 
have been 17 in total.

crime 

Portimao Council has 
recently approved a 
safety plan for the 
Council, which will 
enforce fifteen 
measures to improve 
the general feeling 
of safety in the city. 

The measures an- 
nounced by Portimao 
Council last week are ex- 
pected to reduce conflicts 
and problems that gener- 
ate insecurity and crime 
within the council. Also in 
line for some changes are 
problems related to noisy 
night establishments and 
the reduction of social ex- 
clusion actions, which the 
study found may be associ- 
ated to criminality. 

According to Portimao 
Council, the approved plan 
resulted from a study of the 
city about safety, which 
found several problems, 
among which drug traf- 
flcking was identifled. 

Portimao Council, 
Faro’s Civil Government, 
PSP, GNR and Immigra- 
tion Control are all taking 
part in the project, named 
Local Safety Contract, 
which will be monitored 
and assessed at the end of 
the year. 
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Portimao organises year-long events to commemorate life 
of Manuel Teixeira Gomes 


As part of national celebrations, Portimao, the birthplace of illustrious Portuguese 
politician and writer Manuel Teixeira Gomes, has organised a year-long agenda of 
events to commemorate his lifetime of historic achievements. 


As one of Portimao’ s most fa- 
mous citizens, Manuel Teixeira 
Gomes played a key role in re- 
gional and national history. 
Portimao Town Hall has put to- 
gether a unique, year-long diary 
of events to commemorate his 
life, featuring exhibitions, thea- 
tre, music and literature. 

Born in Portimao on May 27'*' 
1 860, this year will see the com- 
memoration of his 1 50* anniver- 
sary . A gifted scholar and diplo- 
mat from the start, Manuel 
Teixeira Gomes left Portimao for 
Coimbra, where he studied at the 
Seminario dos Olivais, at the age 
of 10. At 15 he entered medical 
college, though it is believed for- 
mal studies ‘bored him’ . He later 
opted to lead a bohemian lifestyle 
between Lisbon and Oporto, so- 
cialising with other great young 
intellectuals of the art, cultural, 
political and literary worlds of 


his time. These included poets 
Joao de Deus and Antonio Nobre, 
writer, playwright and politician 
Teofilo Braga and a Portuguese 
lawyer Manuel de Arriaga, who 
went on to become the first At- 
torney-General and the first 
elected President of the first Por- 
tuguese Republic. 

After delving into the world of 
literature and making his name as 
a writer, Manuel T eixeira Gomes 
returned to the Algarve to help 
his father, then the region’ s main 
exporter of dry fruit, with his fig 
and almond business. He used his 
time as a businessman and ex- 
porter to travel the world, spend- 
ing long periods getting inti- 
mately acquainted with the cul- 
tures and arts of Europe, the 
Mediterranean, Northern Africa 
and the Orient. 

Fluent in six languages, in early 
191 1 he was called to London to 


represent the fledgling Portuguese 
Republic, being the Portuguese 
Republic’ s first Ambassador to 
London and launching himself on 
a path to prestigious acclaim 
amidst international politics. 

Teixeira Gomes’ grandson, 
Jose Manuel Teixeira Gomes 
Pearce de Azevedo, who for 35 
years was British Consul to the 
Algarve and to this day still lives 
in Portimao, told The Portugal 
News, “My grandfather was a 
marvellous man’ ’ . 

“He was very intelligent, very 
cultured and travelled all over the 
world”, said Mr. Azevedo, who 
was also first chairman of the then 
RT A regional tourism board. 

In 1923 Manuel Teixeira 
Gomes was elected as President 
of the Portuguese Republic, and 
remains known as one of the most 
clear-thinking and civilly dedi- 
cated presidents of recent times. 


However, unhappy with the 
political and social instability 
brought on by a national financial 
scandal, involving the B anco An- 
gola and Metropole, he re- 
nounced his role as President af- 
ter just two years. He left Portu- 
gal five days later and never re- 
turned alive. 

Manuel T eixeira Gomes died in 
Bougie (now Bejaia), Algeria, on 
October 18*, 1941. His body was 
only returned to his birthplace, 
Portimao, nine years after his 
death, on October 1 8*, 1 950, on a 
war ship. His coffin’ s arrival gave 
way to one of the biggest demo- 
cratic protests against the New 
State that Portimao has ever seen. 

Manuel T eixeira Gomes is bur- 
ied in Portimao cemetery, in an 
unas suming grave that very much 
contradicts his role as one of the 
country’s most prolific intellec- 
tuals.

Donald Frank Rees 1918- 
2010 


Int. School Sao Lourengo 
offers schooling 



Donald Rees OBE, has died in 
the Algarve at the age of 9 1 . 

He was a much- acclaimed en- 
gineer and businessman. Ironi- 
cally, many of his innovative en- 
gineering achievements remained 
hidden underground. Not so his 
devotion to his family, which 
throughout his career was always 
paramount. 

He was born in South Wales, 
the youngest of three children. 
His father was an ambitious 
Cockney with a great sense of 
fun. His Scottish mother was 
warm and easy-going, a balanc- 
ing force. Donald inherited all 
these characteristics. 

Growing up in Cheltenham and 
London, during the aftermath of 
the First World War, the hard- 
ships of the Great Depression and 
the approachof World War II. He 
revelled in the advent of domestic 
electricity, wind-up phones, A1 
Jolson on the wireless and danc- 
ing the night away to big bands in 
the Hammersmith Palais . 

A mischievous student at Chel- 
tenham College, he had hopes of 
studying engineering at Cam- 
bridge University. At his father’ s 
suggestion though, he opted in- 
stead for the ‘university of life’ , 
a decision he never regretted. 

During World W ar II, he com- 
manded a unit of the Royal Engi- 
neers in India, Burma and Ma- 
laya. On returning home, he found 
that his father’ s business had been 
decimated by wartime exhaus- 
tion and austerity. With typical 
boldness, he took on the challenge 
of reinvigorating and modernis- 
ing the company. 

Describing Mary Smith, as an 
“utterly gorgeous” nurse work- 
ing in the General Hospital in 
Brighton, they married in 1947 
and moved to their first “dream 
house” in Horley, Surrey. 
Donald and Mary had six sons. 

Meanwhile, Donald was ex- 
panding his father’ s business by 
undertaking public works under- 


ground as well as at street level. 
The company developed inno- 
vative methods of restoring old, 
and in some cases bomb-dam- 
aged, sewage systems. Donald 
and his colleagues developed ‘no- 
dig’ tunnelling techniques based 
on the Rees Mini-Tunnel; they 
also pioneered the use of close 
circuit television cameras in sub- 
terranean investigations. 

As the leader in its field, the 
company’s services and prod- 
ucts were much sought after, not 
only across the UK and the Chan- 
nel Islands, but as far afield as the 
United States, South America 
and Southeast Asia. 

As a liveryman and later Mas- 
ter of the Worshipful Company 
of Paviors, a Fellow of the Insti- 
tution of Public Health Engi- 
neers and a Companion of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, 
Donald was adept at cultivating 
business contacts and marketing. 
In addition to an impressive ar- 
ray of awards, including the 
Queen’ s Award for Industry, he 
was honoured with an OBE for 
his services to British exports. 

Attracted by its mild climate, 
Donald and Mary built a charm- 
ing house in the Algarve, near 
Porches, for their retirement in 
1983. They were early members 
of the fledgling Afpop, and 
Donald was aregular supporter of 
Royal BritishLegion events in the 
Algarve. After 55 years of mar- 
riage, Mary died here in 2002. She 
had been Donald’ s constant inspi- 
ration, and he often told friends: 
“not a day goes by in which I do 
not feel her loss sorely.” 

After a period of increasingly 
poor health and with family at his 
bedside, Donald died at home 
near Algoz in the early hours of 
18th April, the day before his 
63rd wedding anniversary. He 
will be sorely missed by his six 
sons and their families, including 
1 1 grandchildren and three great- 
grandchildren. Len Port

Dog attacks 

SIR, Why do owners of dan- 
gerous dogs have such a casual 
attitude towards the safety of 
others? 

I have had the misfortune to 
witness the shocking aftermath 
of several dog fights recently, and 
each case was easily avoidable. In 
the first instance, a Canadian 
neighbour was walking her gen- 
tle bearded collie on a beach near 
Eerragudo. Two dogs swooped 
down from the rocks , chased him 
into the water and proceeded to 
savage him, holding his head un- 
derwater in an attempt to drown 
him. The owner was badly bitten 
on the hand while trying to inter- 
vene, and the dog was left seri- 
ously traumatised and bleeding, 
with a multitude of deep injuries 
on his leg and back which needed 
inunediate surgical attention and 
many stitches. 

The owner of the vicious dogs, 
a local expat, was deeply apolo- 
getic, but it wasn’t the first time 
her pets had inflicted serious in- 
jury. They had made an equally 
vicious and unprovoked attack 
on another neighbour’ s elderly 
greyhound just a few months 
before. So why were the dogs off 
the lead? 

In the same week, our local vet 
treated three dogs which had been 
savagely attacked in separate 
unprovoked incidents, and in 
each case the owner of the at- 
tacker claimed that their pet was 
“usually all right with other 
dogs” and that the incident hap-

pened “so quickly and without 
warning”. “Usually” and “all 
right” are not acceptable. The vic- 
tims in each case were left with 
their sides torn open, and one - a 
tiny little thing - had its spleen 
hanging out when it arrived at the 
vet’s. The victims have all sur- 
vived, but not without a huge 
amount of pain and trauma to 
both owner and dog. Needless to 
say, the vet was utterly exasper- 
ated. 

We are not talking about trained 
fighters or even strays here. The 
attackers in each case have been 
dogs with supposedly good 
homes which happen to have a 
dangerous set of jaws and which, 
for some unknown reason, have 
taken an instant dislike to an- 
other, more vulnerable, dog. 

Owners of dangerous dogs 
seem to believe that their pet is a 
big softie at home and is therefore 
safe to roam freely in public. But 
even if the dog is friendly 99% of 
the time, its bite is a weapon, and 
that remaining 1 % could have fa- 
tal consequences. 

Under Portuguese law, a dan- 
gerous dog is officially defined as 
“an animal that due to its size or 
aggressive nature, as well as jaw 


strength, could cause serious in- 
jury or death to people or other 
animals”. It must be kept muz- 
zled and on a metre-long lead 
when in public, and the penalties 
for contravening the law are se- 
vere. If your dog causes injury to 
another animal or person, you not 
only get a hefty fine and a crimi- 
nal record, but your pet may be 
destroyed. 

Unfortunately, the police are 
often not alerted to a dangerous 
dog until after an attack has taken 
place. The law offers no protec- 
tion unless we, as a community, 
are prepared to enforce it. So if 
we see a potentially dangerous 
dog - particularly a Rottweiler, 
Doberman, Alsatian, Rhodesian 
Ridgeback, Pitbull or similar - off 
the lead and without a muzzle, we 
must politely remind the owners 
about the law, and if they pay no 
attention, report the dog to the 
police before it has a chance to 
inflict harm. It only takes a phone 
call. Let’ s not wait until our pre- 
cious dog or, for that matter, a 
child, becomes a victim. After 
what r ve seen in the past couple 
of weeks, believe me, the risk is 
not worth taking.

IMF foresees 
0.3% growth, 11%

The International Monetary 
Eund forecast on Wednesday 
that Portugal’s economy will 
grow 0.3 percent this year, less 
than one-third of the expansion 
seen for the Eurozone and less 
than half the government’ s esti- 
mate.

“The future of Europe will be 
linked much more to what hap- 
pens in the rest of the world than 
to what happens in Greece and 
Portugal”, he said.

Renewable energy 
saving €500mn 
yearly in fossil fuel 
imports 


Renewable energy produc- 
tion has cut Portugal’ s costs of 
imported fossil fuels by €500 
million annually, a senior offi- 
cial said Wednesday. 

“Every year we import €500 
million less in fossil fuels due 
to the fact we produce renew- 
able energy”, Carlos Zorrinho, 
the state secretary for energy, 
told a renewable energy confer- 
ence in Lisbon. 

He discounted criticism that 
renewable energies were still 
more expensive than traditional 
power sources, saying the time 
would come when the “reverse” 


would be the case. 

Zorrinho also underlined 
Portugal’ s pioneering role in de- 
veloping renewable energy 
technology, forecasting a hori- 
zon where Portugal would ben- 
efit from lower energy costs, 
the export of its technology and 
the creation of new jobs in the 
sector. 

The government, he added, 
was open to discussing all en- 
ergy options, including nuclear 
power, so long as the discus- 
sions were based on an analy- 
sis of all the pros and cons.

Times are tough, and even with falling prices, 
the purchase of a laptop computer 
constitutes a serious investment for the 
average consumer. Give your laptop a couple 
more years with these simple tips. 


There are a lot of ways to ex- 
tend the life of your notebook, 
most of which are very simple and 
which just about anyone can do. 
If you take care of your laptop 
from year one, youTl be thank- 
ing yourself heartily during years 
three, four, five and beyond. And 
even if you’re already in the lat- 
ter years, it’s never too late to 
start. 

Use Anti-Virus/Anti-Spyware 
Software 

Most laptops ship with at least 
some sort of anti-virus software 
like Norton or McAfee, but these 
frequently expire after a short 
time. Viruses and spyware can be 
crippling to a computer, and have 
a tendency to build up over time 
and get worse. Running weekly 
scans can nip these problems in 
the bud.

As time goes on and your 
hard drive fills, this storage be- 
comes somewhat disorganized, 
and your hardware must work 
harder and spend longer to find 
data. Defragmenting your hard 
drive rearranges the data into an 
organized structure.

Keep 5-10% of Your Hard 
Drive Empty

Operating systems use a portion 
of your hard drive space for Vir- 
tual Memory, and if you don’t 
leave them any room your com- 
puter will slow down tremen- 
dously, potentially overheating 
or crashing under the stress. Key 
life-extending features like Sys- 
tem Restore require empty space 
to function as well. 

Use a Surge Protector When 
Charging 

Surge protectors help protect 
your computer from an electrical 
surge in your socket, such as 
might come from a bolt of light- 
ning or a large appliance turning 
on. Without this, your laptop is 
vulnerable to being short- 
circuited and could fry after any 
surge. Surge protectors are ex- 
tremely cheap and can be useful 
too, as most have multiple out- 
lets. 

Use Older Software 

Often software will come out 
with a new version that is just the 
same thing with more graphics, 
which can be a drain on an older 
computer. For non-essential 
items like chat programs and the 
hke, sometimes using an older ver- 
sion can help your computer run 
smoothly and error free.

Take Care of the LCD 

LCD’s on laptops are de- 
signed to outlast the usefulness 
of the laptop they’re connected 
to, but can be easily damaged by 
a simple careless mistake. Don’t 
lift the laptop up by the display 
(it will bend) and be easy on the 
hinges. Only clean the display 
with something soft and never 
store anything under the LCD 
when it’ s closed. These precau- 
tions seem obvious but you ba- 
sically need only treat the LCD 
with care and it will last for as long 
as you need it to. 

Take Care of the Keyboard 

Like the displays, with proper 
care a keyboard should easily 
outlast the life of the laptop, but 
a silly accident can render it use- 
less. Many laptops today are 
“spill resistant”, but I wouldn’t 
recommend testing it - don’t 
drink around your laptop. Don’t 
eat around it either, as crumbs or 
grease can fall between the keys 


and cause malfunctions. Hit the 
keys gently and dust them once 
in a while and your keyboard 
should last year after year. 

Be Aware of Temperature 
Extremes in temperature can be 
extremely dangerous for a laptop .

Using the laptop when the 
environment is too hot can cause 
failures from overheating, and 
using it in an environment that is 
too wet and humid can cause simi- 
lar malfunctions.

Visually it’ s unlike anything 
the company has produced. 
Keen to rekindle interest after a 
few lacklustre mainstream mod- 
els and the perceived abandon- 
ing of the GTi sub-brand, 
Peugeot has played a blinder. 

It’ s rare for any of the fancy 
styling details of a concept car 
to reach the production version. 
The finger is usually pointed at 
the extra cost or complexity of 
such things . Peugeot thought the 
RCZ’s ‘double-bubble’ roof, 
complex rear screen and associ- 
ated metal roof rails were worth 


ing its style mojo, Peugeot has 
pulled out all the stops in the 
driving department. Once famed 
for its hot hatches, recent 
Peugeots have displayed a more 
mature approach to ride and 
handling. It’s fair to say the 
policy hasn’t pleased the grass 
roots fans, but with the RCZ 
Peugeot has made a big step back 
in the right direction. 

A pleasant surprise in all the 
important areas - ride, comfort, 
refinement, driveability, per- 
formance - the RCZ points to a 
healthy future for the brand. 
With its accurate and weighty 
steering, good brakes and ride 
control, itself delivering an im- 
pressive balance between sport- 
ing firmness and urban-speed 



saving. The decision was the 
right one, as those features have 
rightly become a major talking 
point. 

Regardless of what direction 
you approach the RCZ, there’s 
only one word to describe it: 
bold. Granted, head-on it’s un- 
mistakably a Peugeot. Visually 
the car’ s nose is an evolution of 
the corporate family face, but its 
squat stance and compact di- 
mensions have predictably 
drawn comparisons with Audi’ s 
TT. 

The two cars are similar in 
terms of packaging but that’s 
where the similarities end.

In 
keeping with the car’ s low-slung 
stance, the driving position of- 
fers a wealth of adjustment and 
the ability to sit low and relaxed 
inside the snug cabin. 

Along with the strides made 
in the handling department, the 
car’ s modest engine line-up also 
deserves a mention. It’s only 
modest in terms of numbers, 
with Peugeot obviously keen to 
keep its halo model a bit special. 

From launch there’ s a choice 
between two petrol motors and 
a diesel. The entry-level car gets 
a 1 .6-litre 156 horsepower turbo 
petrol motor plus there’ s a 200 
horsepower flagship unit. On the 
diesel front there’s a 163 horse- 
power, 2.0-litre HDi engine. All 
come with a six- speed manual 
gearbox. 

What’ s abundantly clear from 
a drive in the two high power cars 
is that the diesel offers a more re- 
laxed experience than the racy 
petrol unit. Anyone seeking out

a compact, affordable mini-GT 
will love the HDi-powered RCZ.

W [ien arriving in 
a new 

country, you 
might be 
welcomed 
with a firm hand shake or a polite 
bow, maybe even a kiss on each 


cheek. Having a towering, 
tattooed man press his nose against 
mine, however, has to be one of the 
more unusual - and enjoyable - 
greetings Ihaveexperienced. 

In New Zealand, this exchange 
meant I was no longer considered 


a visitor but rather as one of the 
people of the land. The ‘hongi’ , a 
traditional Maori welcome, made 
an interesting start to an unfor- 
gettable trip to the country also 
known as Land of the Long White 
Cloud, after an exhausting jour- 



ney through several time zones, 
as Air New Zealand flights from 
Britain to Auckland on the North 
Island go via either Hong Kong or 
Los Angeles. 

We eased the j et-lag with a 45 - 
minute drive to the west of the 
city, to the dramatic coast of 
Karekare where thunderous 
waves pound the iron-black sand. 

After a bracing walk along the 
dunes, which featured in Jane 
Campion’s Oscar- winning 

movie The Piano, we headed to 
nearby Piha and the Waitakere 
ranges, a stunning wilderness 
area, for a lesson in nature, and 
even sampled some plants which 
provided nourishment for Maori 
in the past. 

This warm and friendly race 
welcomes strangers with open 
arms and is keen to preserve its 
heritage and traditions. 

Our visit was rounded off with 
a ‘hangi’ - a feast of meats and 
vegetables cooked using heated 
rocks buried in a pit oven, and it 
was a perfect introduction to 
New Zealand. 

Auckland itself is superb for 
fine dining: One of the best res- 
taurants is the award-winning 
Dine by world-famous chef Pe- 
ter Gordon at Sky City Grand 
Hotel. Oysters, scallops and of 
course, lamb, adorn an eclectic 
menu. 

Auckland is also known as the 
City of Sails, so our next adven- 
ture was sailing from the massive 
marina to Waiheke Island on a 
50ft yacht. 

Pride of Auckland operates a 
fleet of sailing yachts where visi- 
tors - under the watchful eye of 
an expert crew - experience the 
hands-on the thrill of sailing in one 
of the world’ s most famous bays . 

Huge gusts of wind might have 
tipped our boat over had it not 
been for the intervention of the 
skipper, so we arrived at the is- 
land’ s main jetty looking slightly 
bedraggled. 

I was greeted warmly, how- 
ever, by the delightful and in- 
formative guide Jenny, a retired 
midwife who personally deliv-

ered many of the 8,000 perma- 
nent residents on Waiheke. 

The island, which can also be 
reached from Auckland by a 45- 
minute, and rather less eventful, 
ferry ride, is home to wineries, 
craft shops, beautiful gardens and 
beaches, and olive groves where 
tourists can sample some of the 
finest oil in the world. It is little 
wonder that around 3 ,500 people 
also have holiday homes there. 

Our next adventure was a 45- 
minute flight from Auckland to 
Hawkes Bay on the east coast of 
North Island and home to the old- 
est wine-growing area in New 
Zealand. It has more than 70 vine- 
yards, around 40 with cellar 
doors offering tastings and a-la- 
carte dining. 

It also boasts a stunning coast- 
line formed from soft, grey, papa 
rock said to be some 15 million 
years old, that is slowly being 
eroded by the sea, which makes 
the impressive and unusual cliffs . 

Cape Kidnappers, a breath- 
taking headland, garnered its 
name after the Maori tried to kid- 
nap one of Captain Cook’ s crew 
in October 1769. 

At Cape Kidnappers Gannet 
Reserve, home to the largest 
mainland gannet colony in the 
world where Australasian gan- 
nets have nested since the 1870s, 
I was able to get up close to the 
thousands of birds quite unper- 
turbed by human visitors. 

Near to the gannet colony lies 
Mangarara Station, a sheep farm 
of more than 150 years. The 
countryside hereabouts is steep 
hillside, dry and barren after years 
of intensive farming, but in part- 
nership with the Air New Zea- 
land Environment Trust, a pro- 
gramme of regenerative planting 
should restore the land to its origi- 


nal glory. 

After a day with the gannets, 
we visited Elephant Hill Estate 
Winery which boasts a stunning 
restaurant as well as world-class 
wines. Nestled in rolling green 
hills, it is one of the most unusual 
buildings in the area; square, flat- 
roofed with walls clad in copper 
panels which have turned a bluey 
green. 

Our next stop was the city of 
Nelson, on the northern shores of 
South Island, and at just under a 
two-hour flight from Auckland 
or from Hawkes Bay, it is said to 
be at the very centre of New Zea- 
land. 

It is also the sunniest place in 
the country, protected by moun- 
tains on all sides, and is renowned 
for its art galleries and museums, 
but I was there to experience a bit 
of outdoors adventure in the 
nearby Abel Tasman National 
Park. 

Dutch explorer Abel Tasman 
became the first European ex- 
plorer to sight New Zealand in 
1642, but I wasn’t there for the 
history - 1 was trying my hand at 
sea kayaking followed by a for- 
est walk along the park’ s well- 
trodden path. 

It has to be one of the most 
enjoyable and exhilarating ways 
to experience what the area has 
to offer, and the views over the 
Tasman Bay from the top of the 
path were unrivalled. 

After a full day outdoors, and 
feeling rather exhausted, I headed 
to the comfort of my hotel in 
Nelson, Warwick House, which 
was built in 1854, and is a fine 
example of early Victorian opu- 
lence and grandeur. It has been 
lovingly restored and offers a 
unique stay in the plushest of 
surroundings; swags, tails and all.

in all the tests, cutting right up to 
lawn edges, and comes with a 
well-balanced carry handle, a sin- 
gle lever to adjust the cutting 
height and adjustable handle 
height. 

Anyone who is creating a new 
lawn space this spring should 
design it with mowing in mind.

Think about obstacles. If you 
have to have a rotary washing line 
in your lawn, sink the base so that 
you can mow over it. 

Make sure your lawn surface 
is slightly higher than adjacent 
beds and paths, so you can run 
the mower over the edge, which 
will save you having to do extra 
trimming of lawn edges later on. 
S ome people incorporate brick or 
stone borders around their flower 
beds, set slightly lower than the 
lawn, to separate the grass from 
the flowers and make mowing 
easier. 

A row of bricks or slabs can 
also be useful if your lawn butts 
up against a fence. Again, they 
should be laid slightly lower than 
the lawn surface, so you can mow 
over the edge.

If you have a small lawn, being 
able to move your mower from 
one place to another is just as 
important as speed and cutting 
efficiency. 

With this in mind. Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ As- 
sociation magazine, has just re- 
vealed the results of a survey in 
which researchers put the small- 
est and cheapest lawnmowers 
through their paces in small areas 
of grass, simulating a small back 
lawn with obstacles including a 
tree, a small island bed, an awk- 
ward entrance and a garden path 
of indiviual paving stones. 

It found that wheeled rotary 
mowers are the best choice for 
those with small patches of grass, 
as they can be wheeled to the lawn, 
collect chppings well and are easy 
to push around obstacles. 

Hover mowers, which ride on 
a cushion of air, are also popular 
as they are light and easily ma- 
noeuvrable. However, they don’ t 
collect clippings, which can be a 
pain if your children use the lawn 
and then tread all the clippings 
into the house. 

You can buy hover mowers 
with agrass collector, but Which? 
Gardening found that they are 
hard work to move around, espe- 
cially if the grass box is full, and 
you have to push them in a 
straight line to collect the clip- 
pings. 

The survey, which focused on 
the smallest (28-33cm wide) and 
cheapest mowers, gave Flymo 
the thumbs up, with its Venturer 
32 wheeled rotary mower being 
voted best buy. It left a neat, 
striped finish on the short grass, 
thanks to a roller between the rear 
wheels, and performed well in the 
manoeuvrability tests. 

Others which also fared well 
included the Flymo Pac a Mow, 
a rotary mower which was best 
at cutting a typical lawn, although 
it was on the heavy side at 16kg, 
while the Flymo Micro Lite, 
among the cheapest at and the 
lightest at4.5kg, also scored well, 
although it doesn’t collect the 
clippings.

Spring's certainly struggling 
to show it's face outdoors but 
inside it's a blooming different 
story. 

Flowers in all shapes and 
sizes, from wild, exotic blooms 
to delicate buds, are blossoming 
on homeware, whether on wall- 
papers and fabrics or china and 
cushions. 

Designers seem to have taken 
the countryside to their hearts, 
as florals have also found favour 
on the fashion catwalks. 

Papering a wall in a print 
evoking a flower-strewn 
meadow or picking a 'posy' of 
petal- scattered acces- 
sories could be just the 
tonic to banish winter 
blues and refresh tired 
rooms. 

"Our love for nature 
never seems to wane," 
says Mockie Harrison, 
design manager for 
Home at J ohn Lewis . 

"Our home collec- 
tion this year is driven 
by all things natural 
and organic. Florals 
is one of the key 
stories, and we've 
used elements of it 
across all areas - 
from fabrics to 
wallpaper." 

In general, on 
the high street 
there's a choice between pat- 
terns using digital technology 
which appear so real you can al- 
most 'smell the roses' and oth- 
ers which merely use flowers as 
a starting block to create imagi- 
native botanical designs from 
traditional to contemporary. 

"Floral fabrics with chintzy 
colours and ruffled edges were 
popular in the Eighties - think 
Laura Ashley as well as Sand- 
erson's wallpapers - but fell out 
of favour in the minimalist 
Nineties," explains Kate 
Mooney, managing director of 
interiors company, Occa- 
Home. 

"But they've recently en- 
joyed a revival partly triggered 
by the introduction of digital 
printing techniques favoured 
by many young designers. The 
new take on florals has blooms 
scaled up in size, rather than 
tiny, fussy prints, but more 
muted colourways using only 
two or at the most three 
shades." 

If you follow the trend, be 
aware that just as an over- 
whelming profusion of real 
blooms can trigger allergies in 
the sensitive, decor flower 
power should similarly be han- 
dled with discretion especially 
if a desire for colour and pattern 
is only slowly growing on you! 

"Busy, brightly coloured flo- 
ral patterns can overwhelm es- 
pecially in small spaces," says 
Mooney. 

"Generally florals work best 
used as an accent for a room, 
while floral wallpapers work 
well on one key wall, comple- 
mented by accessories such as 
cushions that continue the 
theme." 

So celebrate Spring and 
gather a beautiful bouquet of 
homewares that will bring your 
home out of hibernation! 


• Wild for walls 

Welcome in the new season by 
bringing walls alive with floral 
papers and fabrics. 

"Florals are incredibly versa- 
tile and can be used to great ef- 
fect. I would suggest combining 
a beautiful large scale floral with 
geometric and striped fabrics for 
a dynamic graphic edge," says 
designer, Tricia Guild, director 
and founder of Designers Guild. 

"To maintain a balance with 
the colour. I'd keep floors and 
ceilings neutral and use masses 
of white and highlights of char- 
coal, such as a black and white 
silk." 

She favours shades such as 
rose pink, lilac and dove grey, 
and for a softer feel, advises 
combining a floral design with a 
mass of sumptuous textures in a 
room, such as a sofa upholstered 
in a washed figured velvet. 

• Flowery vistas 

Gardens are still bereft of 

blooms, but don't despair, use 
floral fabrics to conjure blooms 
inside. "More people are using 
window treatments as a way to 
introduce colours and pattern 
to a living space, with florals en- 
joying a huge revival," says 
David Adeane (cor) co-founder 
of The Natural Curtain Com- 
pany. 

Alternatively, blinds scat- 
tered with flowers are a clever 
way to conceal a bleak outlook. 

• Flowery statement 

Just as a flower arrangement 
brings a room to life, so can fur- 
niture if it's upholstered in a 
floral fabric. 

"The word floral often puts 
people off, but you don't have 
to furnish a room in a dated style 
your granny would be proud 
of," says Claire Hornby, crea- 
tive stylist at Barker & 
Stonehouse. 

"The best thing about florals 
is that they can be kitsch and 


cute, or wild and dramatic 
depending on your taste. 
So instead of opting for 
predictable pastel shades 
why not consider bright 
fuscia pinks, or vivid, 
lime greens contrasting 
with brilliant white. 
There's scope to create 
a floral paradise which 
is chic and modern." 

She advises mixing 
patterns and col- 
ours. "Team a sofa 
in a zingy colour 
with a vivid patterned 
chair or two," she says. 

"Or create your own floral 
piece. Paint a cupboard in a 
punchy colour and then use a 
spray mount to attach sections 
of floral wallpaper to drawer 
fronts or panels." 

• Let it grow 

Gardeners recognise that this 
hobby can become an obses- 
sion, and once you've caught the 
enthusiasm for home florals 
they're likely to spread through- 
out the house. 

Flowers are even popping up 
on kitchen units at Magnet. Its 
product and marketing director, 
Anjur Ahmed says: "For 2010, 
art will meet kitchen design. 
Floral designs are a hot trend and 
new technology is allowing pat- 
terns and textured designs to 
appear on kitchen units and 
worktops. 

"While not for the faint 
hearted, bold, bright florals can 
add creative flair and personal- 
ity to a kitchen." 

Fresh, feminine florals are 
chic for boudoirs, and Laura 
Ashley and House of Fraser 
have excellent ranges . 

• Sew the seeds 

Plant this style in rooms with 
accessories and, of course, add 
vases of fresh flowers. 

"Flowers are definitely eve- 
rywhere - large, small, climb- 
ing, retro!" says Fionnuala 
Johnston, design coordinator at 
B&Q. 

"Florals bring rooms alive - 
think a cottage garden bursting 
with flowers - and this theme 
will thrive and endure well into 
next year. 

"A cushion in a floral print 
which includes yellow, coral 
and turquoise could give a fresh 
look to a neutral room scheme, 
and a floral rug, echoing colours 
already in a room, could refresh 
j aded winter decor. " 
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Photographer Judith Fox's moving book 
and photographic exhibition charts both 
the practical and emotional aspects of her 
brillianthusband'sbattle with Alzheimer's 
disease. Lisa Salmon speaks to her about 
herhusband'sdeclineand howher 
photographs illustrate it, and alsotothe 
Alzheimer's Society and a dementia 
sufferer aboutthe condition which affects 
700,000 people in the UK. 


"I've had experience of Alzhe- 
imer's and cancer. They're both 
horrific diseases, but there's some- 
thing about Alzheimer's that is 
uniquely awful. 

"That loss of grounding and the 
loss of your sense of self and the 
awareness of that loss has got to 
be one of the most awful things 
possible." 

Ackell is now in the advanced 
stages of Alzheimer's, but still 
knows his wife, has moments of 
lucidity, and can express himself. 

However, he has visual agnosia. 


which means his brain can't inter- 
pret what he sees, so he's func- 
tionally nearly blind. 

He also has severe hallucina- 
tions, whichhavebeenreducedby 
medication. 

"It's much more of a struggle 
thanit was ayear ago, whenhehad 
a terrific command of language. 
That's one of the things he's lost 
most slowly. 

"He still has many lucid mo- 
ments, moments when we can talk 
about what he's experiencing." 

In the past Ackell has spoken 


Surrounded by dark shadows, 
an elderly man sits with his eyes 
closed and head in one hand. 

Just one of many poignant 


photographs of Dr Edmund Ackell 
taken by his wife and carer, Judith 
Fox, it is a powerful attempt to cap- 
ture the anguish of her husband's 


battle with Alzheimer's disease. 

The once-biilliant mind of the 
84-year-old former surgeon and 
W orld W ar II fighter pilot is being 


slowly destroyed by a disease 
which affects 700,000 people 
in the UK. 

Diagnosed 12 years ago, 
just three years after he mar- 
ried Fox, his wife decided to 
chart his decline through pho- 
tographs inabidto "humanise 
an illness that has been in the 
closet for too many years". 

Her deeply personal images 
have now been published in the 
book, I Still Do: Foving and 
Fiving with Alzheimer's, 
which Fox calls a "pictorial 
tribute" to her husband. 

They have also been shown 
in exhibitions in the UK and the 
USA. 

"Photographing my hus- 
band has been an intimate and 
loving process, as well as away 
of keeping him close as he was 
leavingme," stresses. Fox, aged 
68. 

The photographer, who 
lives in California, is no 
stranger to suffering - her first 
husbanddied from cancer at the 
age of 53. 
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about how frightened he is, and 
how he doesn't want to be "a bur- 
den" , explaining in the first years 
after diagnosis, how he wanted to 
go into ahome when appropriate, 
but that he'd like to die before he 
reached that stage. 

"I just want him not to feel anx- 
ious and fearful," says Fox. 

"It must feel horrific to not 
trust anything around you, to not 
feel you can put your hands, or 
mind, on anything." 

For the first eight years after her 
husband's diagnosis. Fox cared for 
him on her own and didn't take a 
single day off 

"The thing with Alzheimer's is 
that you have to be there all the 
time, and if you're a worrier like I 
am you're constantly vigilant and 
you worry that they'll leave a light 
on the stove, trip over a rug, walk 
into a window, forget that the 
stair's there, or get lost," she ex- 
plains. 

"That's aside from all the other 
things that are going on. 

"It's physically demanding, 
and mentally exhausting. " 

After eight years she finally 
hired some much-needed help 
during the day. 

And last July, Fox made the 
agonising decision to put her hus- 
band in a home, or 'facility' as 
they're known in the USA. 


His dementia was too ad- 
vanced for him to be able to dis- 
cuss the move with her, but he had, 
of course, made it clear early on that 
he wanted to go into ahome when 
he "became a burden". 

He'd also repeatedly expressed 
a desire to 'go home', meaning his 
childhood home, where he'd been 
well and felt safe. 

"I realised that no matter where 
he was he would want to go home, 
and for that and other reasons I 
knew it was better and okay for 
him to go into a good facility. 

"It was very, very difficult to 
make the decision. I'd thought 
about it a year before, but couldn't 
go there. 

"My determination was al- 
ways to keep him at home, and I 
dideverything possible, including 
redesigning our home so he could 
live in it forever. 

"Even though intellectually I 
know him going into the facility is 
the right decision, emotionally it 
still tugs." 

Since then Fox' s book has been 
published, because, as she ex- 
plains: "I realised I was in a very 
unique position to advocate for 
Alzheimer's awareness through 
my work. 

"It's about life experiences eve- 
rybody can relate to - there's space 
in every photograph for the

viewer to see themselves or some- 
one they know and love. 

"I hope the book will be one 
more way of people better under- 
standing the disease and the ef- 
fect it has on the patient and the 
care-giver." 

Fox wants the book to convey 
"both the pain and the positives " , 
insisting that living with demen- 
tia is not all bad. 

She illustrates this by describ- 
ing how, when her husband is de- 
pressed, she holds his hand and 
talks him through it until he 
s mi les. 

"To me that's a very good mo- 
ment," she says. 

"I've always focused on what 
we have, and that's helped me a 
great deal . Y ou have two choices 
- you either spend time thinking 
about all the things you no longer 
have, or you think about what 
you still have." 

As the disease has not yet got 
as bad as it could. Fox says she 
feels fortunate, insisting she can 
"still see the essence of him in 


many ways". 

"There are gifts that come with 
this," she stresses. "It's a terrible, 
horrific disease but there are also 
good moments and it's not aU help- 
less andhopelessdoomand gloom. 

"As groundless as Ed feels, he 
still knows that I am his ground- 
ing, I am his rock. 

"That's very precious to me." 

Her complex emotions will be 
shared by many of the UK's de- 
mentia carers, who do atoughjob 
24/7. 

Two thirds of them still look 
after their loved ones at home, and 
are often so busy with their caring 
role that they're not really visible . 

"As a result, we don't have a 
good enough understanding of ex- 
actly what they're doing and the 
extent to which they're devoting 
their lives to an individual, and in 
many cases giving up their own 
lives," says Andrew 
Ketteringham, director of external 
affairs for the Alzheimer's Soci- 
ety. 

He says carers often struggle on 
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for much longer than they 
should, risking their own 
health. 

"And the reason for that is the 
decision you make to put some- 
one in a care home is hugely dif- 
ficult, particularly if you've 
never discussed it with them." 

He points out that in the 
early stages of dementia, pa- 


tients are able to discuss what they 
want for the future, as Ackell did with 
Fox. 

"If you've had a discussion with 
your children or partner about what 
you want to happen, and say you'll 
be happy for them to put you into 
care when necessary, then that's of 
huge benefit to the person who's 
making the decision later on. "

Working through the revolution 

On April 25^^ 1 974, Portugal saw its people rise up and revolt to overthrow a political dictatorship that had suppressed 
the countryfor more than a decade. Here, newly-appointed Norwegian Vice-Consul MarianneVikre, who also founded 
travel and aviation service company Airpass, shares her memoires of living and working through the revolution. 


Marianne Vikre arrived in Por- 
tugal on May 1 7*, 1971 with her 
husband T rond, then the manager 
of a large Scandinavian tour oper- 
ating company which became the 
first company to introduce char- 
ter flights between Scandinavia 
and the Algarve. 

“Clients went mostly to 
Torralta, Alvor and Lagos. 


Albufeira was not on the map back 
then”, she recollects. 

A chance meeting with an air- 
line manager gave Marianne the 
opportunity to return to her roots 
in the airline business, being of- 
fered a role as regional station 
manager for Danish airline Ster- 
ling EU. Over the years she gradu- 
ally branched out, overseeing 


services for other Scandinavian 
airlines in the Algarve, and 1 989 
created Airpass. 

She confided, “When we first 
moved here it was like Africa, it 
took me a long time to adapt. I 
didn’t know the country was un- 
der a dictatorship otherwise I 
would never have come’ ’ . 

Prior to the revolution 
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Marianne hadbeen deported from 
Portugal for mentioning the word 
‘dictatorship’ on a coach filled 
with tourists. 

“We couldn’t talk about 
Salazar. I was standing on the 
coach and I said something about 
a ‘ dictatorship ’ . The official guide 
- we always had an official guide 
on coaches -must have told some- 
one so when we got to F aro airport 
I was escortedto the border to say 
‘bye bye’ and never come back. 
But I got the first boat back from 
Ayamonte and caught a bus to 
Faro”. 

After a successful first few 
years operating Scandinavian tour 
packages, the Vickres were 
thrown into turmoil when the 
revolution exploded. 

“On the day we got a call at 6am 
saying there was going tobearevo- 
lution” she recalled, explaining 
how in the following days she and 
her husband cleared hundreds of 
Scandinavian tourists from the 
region with no phone lines, a 
closed airport and amidst growing 
instability. 

“We had four flights that day - 
Ithinkit was a Tuesday. My hus- 
band organised coaches to pickup 
those who were leaving and took 
them to Seville as Faro airport was 
closed. I stayed behind to look 
after those who were staying more 
days. I had no contact with my 
husband as there were no mobile 
phones then and the phone lines 
were down” Marianne recounted 

‘ ‘The next day I was sitting with 
a group of 32 tourists who had to 
get to Oslo”, she continued. But 
with Faro Airport still closed, 
Marianne had to come up with an 
alternative. 

“I rented a coach and we drove 
to Vila Real Santo Antonio, but we 
couldn’t get over to Spain as the 
border was closed”. 

After distributing sandwiches 
to her anxious passengers 
Marianne had a word with a ‘ ‘very 
nice” border officer and managed 
to getthe group onto aboat across 
the river to Spain. 

“They [the passengers] asked 
‘where are we going?’, and I an- 
swered ‘ t don’t know, but we have 
to get out of the country! ’ As we 
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were crossing there was shooting 
over our heads”. 

On reaching Ayamonte 
Marianne contacted the compa- 
ny’s head office in Copenhagen, 
rented an “old Damas City Bus”, 
and took the group to Malaga 
where they would catch their 
flight. 

“I remember there was a Mr. 
Peterson on the bus and he had 
bought a box of 24 eggs. He was 
sat on the first row and I said ‘ don’t 
you think you should give them 
to somebody? I think they will be 
scrambled before we arrive’ but 
Mr. Peterson saidno, he liked eggs 
from the Algarve. 

“The eggs made it all the way 
to Malaga but there Mr. Peterson 
gave them to the check-in girl” 
Marianne laughed, adding “It was 
a very special day”. 

On returning to the Algarve, 
Marianne recalls how “every- 
thing was dead”. 

“There was no one here. All our 
friends had left. We are very few 
left from that time, I only know of 
three or four families who stayed 
on”. 

For a year tourism remained 
down. “From 1974 to 75 there 
were nearly no tourists”. But as 
the economy recovered tourism 
improved and decades later 
Airpass was bom. It now caters 
for passenger handling of most 
Scandinavian, privately-operated 
and VIP flights in all national air- 
ports. Four years ago she was 
approached by TAP’s Govern- 
ment-owned handling company 
‘ Groundforce ’ to open and man- 
age a special department in 
Airpass ’s name, now known as 
‘ GroundCare ’ , which manages the 
VIP ‘BlueFounges’ inFisbonand 
Faro Airport. 


In 1995 Trond was appointed 
Norwegian Consul to the Al- 
garve, a role he maintains to this 
day. After being taken ill 1 0 years 
ago Marianne assisted her hus- 
band in his role and over the years 
“learnt a lot about Consulates”. 
This lead to a surprise nomina- 
tion as Vice-Consul and earlier 
this year she accepted the role 
with joy. 

“It is the first time in Norwe- 
gian history that a man and wife 
are Consul and Vice-Consul” 
Marianne stated, visibly proud. 

But her ultimate goal is yet to 
be achieved. 

Despite establishing Airpass in 
1 989, Marianne only achievedher 
first ‘passenger handling’ licence, 
for Faro Airport, in 1994. She is 
now fighting for a ‘ full handling’ 
license, which caters for passen- 
gers and aircraft, from arrival to 
departure. 

“The law says that as long if 
there are more than four million 
passengers and as long as the air- 
port has the space and conditions, 
a third, non-Govemment-owned 
handling company can operate.” 

Fisbon Airport currently proc- 
esses 16 million passengers a 
year, though only two handling 
companies have full licences: 
TAP’s Groundforce and 
Portway, both of which, 
Marianne claims, are Government 
owned. 

“SonowIamgoingtoBmssels. 
I am making a complaint because 
there are only four of us in Portu- 
gal: Serviceair, Airpass, Portway 
and Groundforce. 

“I don’t know if I will be alive 
before I get it [the full handling li- 
cence] but I am fighting for it and 
for others. This is my dream, my 
goal”.

Certainly it is 
an overworked adjective, 
particularly when you find 
absolutely ghastly “reserve” 
wines at €2 a bottle in some 
supermarkets. 

We moved to our table. The 


Restaurant has about 60 
covers and the helpful Filipe 
announced that tonight was 
one of their monthly FADO 
Evenings so the Restaurant 
will be full. I imagined sitting 
shoulder to shoulder with 
some unknown new friends, 
but nothing could be further 
from the truth. Spacious ta- 
bles, generous seats, neat & 
tidy table linen & cutlery. 

Although the Restaurant 
has a very comprehensive a 
la carte menu and is very 
fairly priced, we all opted for 
Felipe’ s recommendation of 
the special for the evening.

He started coming into 
my room to say hello in the morn- 
ing and would let me know when 
he had been for his own walks by 
barking deeply outside the door.

Last week the lady from across 
the valley came to see me and was 
surprised I had taken in 'that 
thing'... She said the village dog 
has been here in the village for 
years and years, apparently so 
has Big Boy. 'Do you know his 
story, Graham?' 'No, tell me' 
'Many years ago when he was 
maybe just a year or so old, he'd 
been dumped here and is a village 



scavenger, he had a brush up with 
the local garage owner where 
he'd scavenge each day. 

The garage owner was a bit 
annoyed with him scattering rub- 
bish around so he thought it would 
be fun to douse him in petrol from 
the pumps. Not happy with that, 
he set him on fire! ! ... Hence the 
skin problem, he was so badly 
burned, he disappeared for ages. 

I'm pleased to say now. Big 
Boy, not the world’ s best looking 
dog, has settled down to his new 
home withme, he's absolutely no 
problem, eats dry food, greets me 
each morning, walks with us each 
day, plays with Buddy and is 
growing his hair back.

IT’S W HERE ALL THE ALGARVE MEETS! 
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Benfica one step 
closerto glory 

Benfica are inches away from winning the Liga Sagres, 
needing only four points from their last three matchesto 
hold the trophy that has not been theirs for the past five 
years. 


Despite Braga’s best efforts, 
since dropping into second place, 
to maintain pressure on Benfica 
with successive victories, the 
‘Reds’ have not been fazed by 
their rival’s performances and 
also continue with convincing 
victories, looking determined to 
take the Liga Sagres trophy as 
early as possible. 

Nothing changed on the pitch 
this week, with Benfica, Braga, 
FC Porto and Sporting all regis- 
tering victories, although off the 
pitch Paulo Sergio was officially 
announced as the ‘Lions’ man- 
ager for next season, ending 
Carvalhal’s short and not so 
sweet run. The current Sporting 
manager has said he is “working 
in an extremely difficult context’ ’ 
to lead the team to the end of the 
season, but guarantees “dedica- 
tion until the last second”. 

Braga beat penultimate placed 
Leixoes on Saturday 3- 1 , with Alan 
opening the scorecard in Braga’ s 
first offensive play at seven min- 
utes. The home team doubled its 
lead before half time with another 
goal from Alan, this time coming 
from a weh placed header. 

Leixoes entered the second half 
more aggressively and Pouga 
managed to reduce the deficit, but 
Moises sealed the match five 
minutes from the end. 

On Sunday, Benfica took an 
early lead against Academica 
(Weldon, 3’) but the home team 


soon came back with a deflected 
shot from Diogo Gomes beating 
Quim at the half hour mark. 
Weldon scored his second just 
before half time, his quick feet 
giving him advantage over the 
Academica defender. In the sec- 
ond half, Ruben Amorim in- 
creased Benfica’ s advantage ten 
minutes from the end with abeau- 
tiful volley shaving Rui Nereu’ s 
right hand post. William Tiero 
managed toclawonebackminutes 
from the end with a long range 
effort but Benfica held strong 
until the final whistle and ended 
with a 3-2 victory. 

FC Porto brushed aside 
Vitoria de Guimaraes on Sunday 
night, with goals from Hulk (28 ’ ), 
Guarm (58’) and Falcao (g.p. 
80’ ). Despite the compelling vic- 
tory, FC Porto’ s title hopes were 
mathematically ended after 
Benfica’ s victory, but the 
‘Blues’ can still hope for a sec- 
ond place as they are five points 
behind Braga. 

Sporting were one goal down 
at half time in their match against 
Vitoria de Setubal on Monday, 
after the ‘Lions’ offered a free 
header to Collin ten minutes into 
the match. 

Joao Moutinho levelled the 
score half an hour from the end 
from apenalty andHelder Postiga 
granted Sporting the victory ten 
minutes later, in his first touch of 
the match. 


Portugal's Joao Silva wins 
Monterrey Triathlon 
World Cup title 


Portugal’ s Joao Silvahas won 
the Monterrey Triathlon W orld 
Cup title at the Monterrey ITU 
Triathlon World Cup held over 
the weekend. 

Canadian Andrew 

McCartney pulled away from 
the field during the second half 
of the swim and entered T2 with 
a slight advantage over Ameri- 
cans Brian Fleischmann, 
Cameron Dye and Ben Collins . 
Portuguese athlete Joao Silva 
and teammate Duarte Silva 
Marques exited transition just 
a few seconds behind the lead- 
ers. The big pack arrived in tran- 
sition just over one minute be- 
hind the lead bunch, led by 
Chrabot and local favourite 
Francisco Serrano. 

Midway through the 40K 
bike course, a lead group of eight 
athletes emerged and held a 40- 
second advantage on the chas- 
ers. Silva and Marques worked 
together to pull up during the 
third lap of the bike section and 
were now sitting comfortably at 
the back of the lead group. Also 
making their way into the front 
group was a pair of Germans, 
Stefan Zachaeus and Gregor 
Buchholz. Chrabot continued 
to lead the chasers, who slowed 
during the final two laps of the 
bike section, as few others 
seemed eager to share the lead. 

“I thought we could catch that 
front pack,” Chrabot said. “But 
once we hit that 20K mark we 
really seemed to slow down.” 

Zachaeus led the front group 
into transition, but his lead was 


short-lived as Silva and 
Marques came storming out of 
T2 and quickly took over the 
lead. The chase group exited T2 
exactly as they left the first tran- 
sition, with Chrabot and Serrano 
leading the way. 

Five kilometres into the run, 
Silva had built a 20- second lead 
on his countryman and had a 35- 
second advantage over a trio of 
Americans: Chrabot, Manny 
Huerta and Seth Wealing. 
Buccholz ran another 10 sec- 
onds behind. Silva continued to 
build his lead over the second 
half of the run, strolling through 
the chute with plenty of time to 
celebrate the win. He crossed 
the line in 1 :44:40, then turned 
to watch the sprint for second- 
place. Chrabot started the 
sprint almost 300 metres out and 
no one else could match his 
speed. The American finished 
25 seconds after Silva and just 
three seconds ahead of 
Buchholz. Wealing and Huerta 
finished fourth and fifth, re- 
spectively. 

“I was a bit nervous before the 
swim and had a false start,” Silva 
said. “But I settled down on the 
bike and felt great during the 
run.” 

In the women’ s race, Cana- 
da’ s Paula Findlay won the first 
World Cup title of her career, 
topping Japan’ s Ai Ueda at the 
Monterrey ITU Triathlon 
World Cup. The 20-year old 
pulled away on the first of four 
run laps , building her advantage 
throughout the run. 


Algarve politician seeks 
Ryder Cup compensation 


The PS Algarve leader, Miguel 
Freitas, has urged the Govern- 
ment to increase financial back- 
ing for promotional campaigns of 
the region after the Ryder Cup 
2018 candidacy was given to a 
course that is not from the Al- 
garve. 

“Facing this decision, which 
means above all else the loss of 
worldwide promotion and in- 
vestments of around € 1 2 million 
in sporting events over the next 
twelve years, the Government 
and institutions that manage the 
country’s tourism should give 
special attention to the Algarve, 
in order to recover from the choice 
of an alternative location where 
the event will take place” said 
Miguel Freitas. 

He further agreed with the Al- 
garve Tourism Board’ s criticism 
of the Portuguese Ryder Cup 
candidacy commission for not 
defending the Algarve’ s interests 
when choosing the Herdade da 
Comporta, a development to be 
built in the Alentejo. 

The Algarve PS leader said this 
choice of location for Portugal’ s 
Ryder Cup candidacy is a “rel- 


evant loss” for the Algarve. He 
argued that as a result, the region 
“should receive corresponding 
support for promotion over the 
following years, whether the 
event takes place in Portugal or 
in another of the candidate coun- 
tries.” 

Miguel Freitas also added that 
the Algarve has a long lasting golf 
tradition and is the region of the 
country with the best conditions 
to host a major international 
event such as the Ryder Cup, 
having been considered the best 
World or European Golf Desti- 
nation three times. 

“I do not want to comment 
about the current candidacy, as I 
don’t know the process. In time 
it will be made public and we will 
know the criteria and the reasons 
for the choice. Now we need to 
look ahead” said Miguel Freitas. 

However, the politician hopes 
the Herdade da Comporta’ s can- 
didacy is successful for hosting 
the 2018 Ryder Cup, because the 
tournament will have a world- 
wide impact and will further put 
Portugal on the map as a golf tour- 
ism destination.
